NEWTON Close to 100 residents who have 
not paid their 1982 property taxes will soon be 
receiving foreclosure warnings, according to the 
city treasurer. 

In another ‘‘get tough” m ure, the treasurer 
also said he may take nine dents and one city 
company with “‘flagrant’’ unpaid motor vehicle 
excise taxes to court to get money owed the cit, 

urer and Tax Collector Theodore L. 
Scafidi said the residents, who combined owe the 
city just under $1 million in unpaid property 
taxes, have until mid-March to come up with 
their tax money or their property will be seized 
by the city. 

He also warned that if banks holding mor 
tgages on properties with unpaid taxes learn of 
the owners’ delinquency, the banks may begin 
foreclosure proceedings of their own 

Scafidi said the almost $1 million in delinquent 
property taxes is the highest figure in the city’s 
history 

By law, the city can begin such proceedings six 
months after properties with delinquent proper- 
ty taxes are placed in tax title, which was Sept. 
16

‘Annie's’ life ended 
after pleas for help

NEWTON This is the story of 
an elderly citizen who turned to the 
government for help and died listen 
ing to reasons why she could not get 
it. 

For the sake of the story, we will 
call her “Annie,” though that is not 
her real name. 

Carleton P. Merrill, the city 
veterans’ service agent, shakes his 
head when he tells of Annie rug 
gle for help during the last years of 
her life 


He doesn't enjoy recounting her 
sad tale, but he'll tell it if you ask 
him because he believes it say 
something about bureaucrats today 
who use cold facts and figures to ar 
rive at decisions that might be bet 
ter based on the less cut-and-dried 
aspects of human reality 


Annie was a 57-year-old resident 
whose husband had served in World 
War II and died of heart disease in 
1969, 

Annie lived here alone on the 
meager $108-a-month widow's pen 
jion from the Veteran Adrninistra 
tion, as well as what she could earn 
as a clerical worker 


In the late spring of 1981, after she 
was diagnosed as suffering from 
cancer of the mouth and throat, An 
nie applied for Medicaid disability 
assistance to defray her mounting 
medical bills

application was denied

ever made that de- 
cision get operated 
on for cancer, go for 
chemotherapy and 
still try to be gain- 
fully employed.’

because she had not been disabled 
for more than one year, 

Annie came to Merrill and asked 
for help, If she could just receive 
enough financial assistance to get 
back on her feet, she told him, she 
could get back to work 

The city’s veteran's services 
department took on the responsibili- 
ty for Annie's financial support and 
medical costs, and she entered a 
Boston hospital for treatment dur- 
ing May, June and July of 1981 

he cost of an operation on her 
neck to remove the malignancy and 
her hospital stay was paid by Mer- 
rill’s office, using state funds, 

He advised Annie to file for Social 
Security disability payments and 
supplemental income in the hope 
that she could become eligible for 
Medicaid to cover her medical 
costs

I knew all the teachers and what 
the classrooms looked like,’ she 
said. “I often helped out in the 
library and I could pick up the kids 
if they stayed late. If they forgot 
something I could walk back and 
pick it up and if I had something 
bothering me I could walk in early 
and talk to the teacher 

That's all absolutely impossible 
with Countryside because it's three 
miles away,” Bridger said. “My 
husband has agreed to go and play 
guitar and sing with the kids tomor- 
row and we're trying to decide how 
he's going to get there because I 
need the car 

The bitterness is intensified by a 
feeling the School Committee's clos- 
ing decisions have not been entirely 
consistent or rational 

I feel like my kids are pawns and 
they’re just moved around in 
discriminately Sue Crones, a 
former Hamilton parent, declared 
‘If there had been an overall plan 
originally, things could have been 
done in a much more economical 
way and not have pitted neighbor 
against neighbor every year.” 
Parents who have been through 
school closings said over and over, 
“No one wants their school to 
close.”" Yet almost all of them, no 
matter how bitter they felt, admit- 
ted it is the parents that fight con- 
solidations and it is the parents 
that have a hard time adjusting 
once the decision has been made 

“The main thing is, kids do 
adapt,’ Karen Rosbeck, a former 
Emerson parent commented. 
“Those children who were having a 
hard time, I knew their parents and 
the parents were having a hard 
time.”” 

“T think, in perspective, the ex- 
perience has been a positive one,” 
Guzzi said 

“It's a terrible experience to go 
through, but the kids adjust,”’ 
Elaine Lennon, a former Carr 
parent, agreed. 

“Of course when it first started, 
everyone was upset and angry that 
it had to be our school.... I moved 
here so my kids could go to the 
school I went to,’ Lennon recalled. 
“But I have to say, my child went 
into Lincoln-Eliot and did really 
well and I’m really very pleased. 

“T like the school and I like the 
children there, but,’’ she added, “‘it 
was a very, very awful experience 
to go through.”’ 

When a school is pinpointed for 
closing, parents worry about the 
prospect of busing and unsafe walk- 
ing routes, about their children’s 
ability to make new friends and the 
quality of instruction they will 
receive and about declining proper- 
ty values and the break-up of 
closely-knit neighborhoods. 

“T think the biggest fear my hus- 
band and I had was whether the 
school would be as good as the one 
we were leaving,’’ Marti Piro, a 
former Davis parent, recalled.

If 
our child had special needs would 
they be met? Would an advanced 
child be challenged?” 

Basically, Piro explained, it was

The School Committee's deci- 
sions, the School Department’s 
reports and the Superintendent's 
recommendations are always open 
to question 

“You never feel it's a reasonable 
decision,’ Marcie Lifson, a former 
Claflin parent, noted. “Of course I 
would rather have had Claflin open 
and Cabot come to us.”’ But now 
that the move has been completed, 
Lifson says, she is very pleased with 
the results

Even parents who are bitter about 


the ways in which their schools 
were closed are at least satisfied 
and often very happy with the 


education their children are receiv- 
ing. And most admit that even kids 
who have difficulty with a new 
school initially adjust completely in 
a year or two and show no lasting ef- 
fects 


Consolidation, many parents said, 
allowed for a wider rar of ac- 
tivities in the school program and 





increased time with specialists, who 
can split their hours among fewer 
schools

ing it all flow smoothly 





One of the keys to closing success 
seems avoiding the busing of 
children who were not bused before 

‘Learning does not stop after 
three o'clock or one o’clock,”’ Guzzi 
noted 


Other aspects of consolidation, 
such as the proximity of the new 
school to a commercial center and 
the mixing of socially and 
economically different 
neighborhoods, were listed as both 
beneficial and detrimental, depen- 
ding on the particular parent. 

One of the ironies of school con- 
solidations, noted by both parents 
and School Committee members, is 
that they strengthen the community 
whose school is closed by bringing 
people together in the fight towards 
a common goal. 

That energy seems to carry over 
to the new schools, giving parents, 
staff and administrators a sense of 
excitement at the building of a 
“new’’ school. Parents say they 
develop a new closeness among 
themselves and get to know their 
community in an entirely different 
way 
It turned out wonderfully,’’ Piro 
declared, “This is definitely a 
neighborhood school for us. I think 
just being welcomed and_ open- 
minded makes a big difference.”

“To deliberately split a close and 
loyal community four ways is most 
unfortunate and, I think, bad public 
policy,’ long-time Highlands Alder- 
man Rodney Barker said 


Members of the Highlands com- 
munity, who are not afraid to make 
their feelings known either by a 
strength in numbers approach or by 
thoroughly phone lobbying city and 
school officials, intend to use 
Strand’s own rationale to keep Hyde 
open. 

In making his closing recommen- 
dations, Strand said he sought to 
keep the number of classrooms lost 
to a minimum as well as to produce 
a financial benefit for the city 

‘There is not one plan that jumps 
off the page as the most logical plan 
to follow. There are factors you 
have to weigh, like space and 
money, but I wouldn’t maintain that 
the differences are earth-shattering 
because they’re not,’’ Strand 
argued. 

“IT think what surprised us most 
was that the study by Dr. (Vincent) 
Silluzio (a school department of- 
ficial) and Strand gave us so many 
reasons why Hyde should remain 
open, yet recommended that it be 
one of the school’s closed,’ said 
Hyde PTA Co-president Jeff Swope. 

Closing Hyde and Williams, ac- 





cording to Stand’s own calculations 
would bring the city significantly 
less in annual savings than the 
amount saved if the other closing 
options are exercised 

It would also cause the largest 
redistricting of students and mean 
the fewest classrooms lost com- 
pared to all the other options. 
ne long term savings are far 
lower, the dislocation of children far 
greater and the amount of busing 
excessive,’ said Barker. ‘The clos- 
ing of Hyde has no virtues. It’s a 
very bad move. It’s educationally 
unhealthy.” 

“The community is extremely 
upset and not a littl gry over this 
plan. It makes no sense by Strand’s 
own data,’ he added 

Barker called it “absurd” to bus 
almost half the school’s students out 
of the heart of the Highlands 
neighborhood to schools in other 
districts, adding that busing cost 
are the most inflation prone and 

















that busing cuts down on the 
amount of extra-curricular ac- 
tivities children can join. 


Barker, Mansfield and Swope all 
believe the Highlands community 
efforts to keep the school open will 
once again be successful. 

“We think we have the facts on 
our side and we trust the political 
process will recognize these facts. 
We have faith in that process 
because it has worked in the past,”

Asbestos work 
draws criticism 


NEWTON — The credibility of the 
man hired to advise the city on the 
removal of cancer-causing asbestos 
from schools has come under fire 
from school officials and aldermen 
alike and has left the safety of the 
city’s schoolchildren hanging in the 
balance 

The revival of the six-month old 
controversy surrounding Dr 
Charles Spooner, the certified in 
dustrial hygenist hired by the city 
five years ago, occurred during re 
cent aldermanic committee 
meetings. 

With the final removal of asbestos 
from Newton North High School 
now requiring only a vote by the 
Board of Aldermen, city officals, 
parents and the school’s principal 
are searching for an answer to the 
difficult question: When is your ex 
pert no longer an expert? 

Finding an objective answer to 
that question has become all the 
more difficult because both 
aldermen and school committee 
members have been forced to 
choose between protecting the 
health and safety of school children 
and following the advice of the man 
supposedly hired to help them make 
that decision easier 

During both aldermanie Public 
Facilities Committee and Finance 
Committee meetings, aldermen 
have used words like “discomfort” 





and phrases like “voting out of 
fear” to characterize their deci- 
sions to remove asbestos from 


North High. 

Most believe the reason for their 
consternation in voting on one of the 
most emotional matters before the 
board in the last decade is the seem- 
ingly contradictory and sometimes 
inadequate recommendations of 
Spooner, who has been paid over 
$20,000 by the city 

This feeling of helplessness was 
no more apparent than at last 
week’s FinCom meeting, when 
members were asked to approve a 
request of $750,000 to remove 
asbestos fireproofing material from 
North's fourth floor, ending the 
decade-old problem at the school 

The city has spent close to $1.5 
million over the past three years to 
remove asbestos found on the 
school’s first three floors at the 
same level as on the fourth floor. 

Balanced against that fiscal reali- 
ty was a June 13, 1983 School Com- 
mittee request that the remaining 
asbestos be removed ‘‘expeditious-

committee was a May 6, 1983 letter 
from Spooner to Building Commis- 
sioner James Cameron. 

In it, Spooner recommended the 
fourth floor asbestos not be remov 
ed since the condition of the 
material has remained substantial- 
ly unchanged since 1979, and that it 
be monitored until “such time as 
definite deterioration of the 
material can be demonstrated.” 

School committee members, the 
school’s principal and teachers all 
told the committee that stident 
usage on the fourth floor had in 
creased since that recommenda 
tion, along with the number of roof 
leaks, maintenance efforts and ac 
tivity around the asbestos panels, 


FinCom members, faced with 
emotional pleas to remove the 
potential hazard and an expert 


recommendation that it be left there 
for now, expressed frustration with 
Spooner 

Aldermen Verne Vance pointed 
out that while Spooner’s recommen- 
dation concerning the fourth floor 
was based on the condition of the 
material, an article he wrote in 1972 
for the New England Journal of 
Medicine concerning the asbestos 
hazard set down different priorities 
for removal. 

Any decision on whether to | 
remove or encapsulate asbestos, he 
wrote in an article later used by the 
state officials to govern state-wide 
asbestos removal efforts, must take 
into consideration how much use 
and activity takes place near the 
asbestos, contemplated renovation 
or demolition of the structure and 
how isolated the asbestos contain- 
ing material is from people within 
the building 

In the same article, Spooner call- 
ed asbestos ‘‘a serious public health 








hazard,’ said the exposure of 
children ‘“‘is particularly wor- 
risome,’’ and later added, 


“Removal usually seems to be the 
most attractive once-and-for-all 
solution 

With this in mind, Vance said, 
“I’m not frankly satisfied with Dr. 
Spooner’s recommendation because 
it really seems to me that it doesn’t 
really address all of the criteria that 
he himself articulated in his arti- 
cle.” 

He added, ‘‘I think it is important 
and we do have to recognize that in 
moving forward on this, that we are 
making a choice to spend this 
$750,000 for this, in the face of a 
recommendation which, as I say, is 
certainly imperfectly explained.’

Coping with 2% calls for creativity

NEWTON When the tax-cutting measure 
known as Proposition 242 went into effect almost 
three years ago, it forced local cities and towns 
to take a hard look at their municipal operation 
and develop new and innovative measures to cut 
costs and increase revenue. 








spite the cries of protest raised by some city 
managers grappling with the vei al problem 
of providing essential city services in the face of 
declining property revenues, some 
Massachusetts officials the Prop. De man- 
date produced some cost ing ideas that other- 
wise may never have materialized. Only recent- 
ly have city and town officials recognized the 
need for fiscal innovation. 












While as yet there is no practical guide for sur- 
vival in the post-Prop. 24% era, the Garden City 
may just be writing the book. For instance, con- 
sider the following: 

© The city has explored the possiblity of using 
or selling hydroelectric power that could be 
generated by the Silk Mill Dam along the Charles 
River in Newton Upper Falls and preliminary 
studies have shown it is a “feasible” hydrosite 

* Water officials have conducted surveys on 
the possiblity of tapping underground water sup- 
plies to reduce their reliance on Metropolitan 
District Commission (MDC) water rates. A test 
well has been drilled and the purity of the water 
is said to be ‘‘excellent.” 

* The city sanitation and ambulance services 
were dissolved in favor of outside contractors. 
Doing away with the trash service alone has sav- 
ed Newton about $500,000 in its first year of out 
side operation, city officials say 

* Various departments have reallocated their 
work forces to increase productivity throughout 
the city and retirement incentives for aging city 
workers have contributed to reductions in force. 
In addition, the water and sewer departments 
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were combined to increase efficiency in both 
departments. 

* The city has embarked on an ambitious 
energy conservation program, the latest chapter 
of which involves floating municipal bonds to 
fund a $1.8 million energy retrofit project for 
most school buildings. 

* Methane gas generated from closed land fills 
could be used and sold as an energy source. The 
state Department of Energy and Boston Gas Co. 
both expressed interest in the idea but were con- 
cerned with cost-benefit ratios, The idea is now 
on hold, 

A number of other cost containment and 
budget savings programs have been instituted 
here in the two and a half years following the im- 
plementation of Prop. 24 and most have been 
taken to make the bitter pill a bit palatable 

“There's no question that Prop. 242, in most 
situations, was an impetus for these various 
changes,"' according to Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, “However, in the case of our city, areas of 
change for the most part were discussed 
previously and we were already in the process of 
instituting them as a result of our own desires." 

But, Mann said, Prop 2% ‘hastened these 
financial management questions that we're now 
dealing with” and has forced the city to look at 
all options that would allow the continuation of 
“essential and desirable services.”” 

On the revenue-raising side, user fees within 
the city of Newton have been increased across 
the board to help make up for property revenue 
loss, a fact that has Prop. 2% supporters accus- 
ing city managers of ‘ducking the issue."’ 

“Most cities and towns have tried to outfox the 
people,”’ according to Samuel Robbins, Newton 
resident and a member of the board of Citizens 
for Limited Taxation, the organizational force 
behind Prop, 242 

“Increasing user fees is a way of ducking the 
issue,” Robbins said. ‘The people have spoken 
No raising taxes in any area, including increas- 
ing user fees,"’

What once cost local sports teams $70 for the 
sonal rental of playing fields or courts now 
costs $390 to cover the cost of providing officials 
and referees, The total amount of revenue pro- 
vided by recreation fees alone now raises about 
$175,000 a year for the city as compared to $25,000 
in 1981 

The money raised by increased user fees 
seems to go a long way in making up for budget 
shortfalls, Services that were once provided free 
or at a minimal cost have been targeted for their 
potential revenue-raising abilities 

According to ) n, increased user fees are 
part of a program “‘that forced us to make some 
difficult choices” in light of Prop. 24 

One of the more innovative programs to arise 
in the past few years can be seen in the city effort 
to tap underground water supplies. A 
preliminary ground water survey conducted in 
1982 showed there were several underground 
areas around the city harboring pools of fresh 
water, 

A test well drilled along Winchester Street 
could provide up to 500,000 gallons of water a day 
for city residents, or it could be sold to the MDC 
if they wanted to pipe it into their own lines, ac- 
cording to Paul Giunta, city engineer. 

Several other locations combined could pro- 
duce between 20 and 25 percent of the city’s 
overall consumption of water, close to 12 million 
gallons a day, Giunta said. The MDC charges 
$240 for every million gallons of water used here 

“People could also drill on their own proper- 
ty,” Giunta said, ‘‘The water has been tested and 
itis excellent.’ 

As Prop. 242 becomes increasingly more dif- 
ficult for local cities and towns to cope with in a 
successful way, area officials may do well to 
take a page out of Newton's book. ‘‘You have to

Duke’s power 
likely to be tested 


No one can question the strong grip 
Michael Dukakis has on the state’s 
Democratic party. His ability to forge a 
new alliance of delegates during a four- 
year exile enabled him to regain the gover: 
nor’s office. The question is now whether 
he is about to be a power broker able to 
work the magic for someone else. 

Tucked into his mid-January address to 
the General Court was a declaration that 
his administration would be striving 
mightily to end Republican occupancy of 
the White House. Walter Mondale wasn't 
mentioned, but Dukakis is already public 
ly committed to the former vice president 
and can be counted on to put his organiza- 
tion stoutly behind him. 





Since there will be no unanimity among 
the state’s leading Democrats, the extent 
of Dukakis’ influence will be perhaps the 
most significant factor when the 
Massachusettts primary arrives. 





A new dimension was added to the 
Dukakis power broker potential when Sen 
Paul Tsongas decided not to seek re- 


election. The governor was quick to take 
himself out of the speculation as to a per- 
sonal bid for the seat. Then as the list of 
prospective candidates grew longer, his 
chief aide announced he would stay out of 
the party nomination fight unless it 
became a liberal versus conservative af- 
fair. 





If this were so, it would be possible to 
rule Dukakis out of the pre-primary pic- 
ture completely. No avowed Democrat of 
the Edward J. King stamp is in sight as a 
prospective moderate-liberal or totally 
liberal credentials.

Playing loose with the nuclear truth

I've been studying the president's recent con- 
ciliatory remarks on Soviet-American relations, 
widely read as less a foreign policy initiative 
than a political move to claim a piece of the 
peace issue before the opposition here copyrights 
it 

I'll go along with that, But what really catches 
my attention is a single paragraph about a third 
of the way into the presidential text 

With regard to nuclear weapons, the simple 
truth is America’s total nuclear stockpile has 
declined. Today we have far fewer nuclear 
weapons than we had 20 years ago. And in terms 
of its total destructive power, our nuclear 
stockpile is at the lowest level in 25 years.” 

True? Yes, but much, much too simple. 

Measured by the numbers, the American 
nuclear stockpile has indeed declined — from a 
1967 peak of about 32,000 weapons (an all- 
purpose term covering bombs and both missile 
and artillery warheads) to some 26,000 current 
ly 

Similarly megatonnage, which is the 
cumulative explosive force of all weapons and 
apparently what the president meant by ‘total 
destructive power.” That peaked even earlier, in 
1960, and is now about a quarter of what it was 
then, 

But that does not mean that American nuclaar 
capability is similarly diminished. Precisely the 
contrary, in fact. 

Numbers decline because older, outmoded 
weapons are, constantly being phased out as

For an example, thousands of high-yield 
bombs have been retired in cutting back the 
strategic bomber force from 1,600 planes to 
under 400, Simultaneously, intercontinental 
missiles and ballistic missile have become 
operational. And warheads have been MIRVed. 

For another, the Pershing Is now being in- 
stalled in Western Europe are a much more 
powerful weaponn than the Pershing 1As they 
replace, right? If there are any doubts, cheek the 
Soviet response 

The warheads of the IIs have an explosive 
force in the 10 to 20 kiloton range, compared with 
90 to 400 for the superseded 1As. 

Why the reduction? It follows from the greatly 
improved accuracy of the radar-guided II 
(target radius 100 feet) over the 1A (1,300 feet) 

There is a formula followed in nuclear weapon 
development, I am informed. When accuracy 
doubles, explosive-force yield can be reduced by 
a factor of eight with no loss in weapon effec- 
liveness. 

What this means is that the decline in nuclear 
numbers over the years is an indication of the in- 
creasing sophistication and effectiveness of the 
American capability not of partial disarma- 
ment, as the president implies: 

I'll level with you. I am not a nuclear arms ex-

The center is a private, Washington-based 
research and public information operation under

NEWTON An educational fund established by private trust and 
managed by the city in order to provide high school graduates here with 
low-interest college loans is faced with over $27,000 in delinquent loan 
payments deemed “uncollectible” by the city treasurer 

The Chaffin Fund, the legacy of a Boston merchant and Newton resident 
John C. Chaffin, who left the bulk of his estate to the city following his 
death in 1903, is designed to provide graduates of Newton North and South 
High Schools with loans of $500 a semester up to a total of eight semester 
for a maximum dollar amount of $4,000 at six percent interest 

The original $307,000 value of the fund was legally constituted by city 
statute in 1930 and the current worth of the fund is over $1 million. City

The young audience noisily filed into the 
Williams classroom where Connolly and Mar 
lin were seated. All jostling and talking sud 
denly ceased as the fourth graders spotted the 
man with metal hooks for arms and the boy 
with braces on his legs. 

Mouths opened and eyes widened with 
astonishment as Connolly deftly operated the 
metal ‘arms’ and ‘hands’ attached to stumps 
on either side of his body. “It took me a few 
months to learn how to operate these pro- 
sthesis — you can call them hooks — but now I 
can do nearly everything except put on a 
necktie and lace up shoes,” the Watertown 
father of three girls stated. ‘So I wear a clip- 
on tie and slip on shoes. 

The fourth graders were also surprised to 
learn that Martin, who wears leg braces and 
walks with crutches, does not spend his after- 
school hours looking out the window of his 
home, wishing he could play with the other 
kids his age 

For the past two years, the Williams School 
sixth grader has played Little League 
baseball with a coach holding him by the 
waist so he could hit the ball. Another boy was 
his runner. 

“Do you feel sad when everybody else is 
throwing snowballs and you can’t?” a fourth 
grade girl asked Martin 

“No I don’t feel sad,” he answered patient 
ly. “I throw them (snowballs) back. Then ina 
taunting voice, he added with a playful smile 
“Want to see me?”’ 

Since Martin is a familiar sight to the 
Williams School fourth graders, the unusual- 
looking man with the metal arms and hands 
naturally attracted most of the questions 
Martin also watched and listened with ad- 
miration as Connolly related his daily routing 
— one that does not require much ass 
from others. The young audien 
especially ressed to learn that their 
speaker spends much of his time at Boston 
Celtics basketball games watching his 
superstar cousin, Celtic Kevin McHale 

During the week, Connolly dresses and 
drives himself to the John Hancock building 
in Boston where he works as a computer 
operator. Every other Saturday night, the 
Irish immigrant plays a specially-crafted,

six-piece tremelo harmonica with his band at 
Concannon’s Village in Norwood. The 
Celticaires also play at weddings, cruises and 
other spots throughout New England. 

“When I lost my hands, I didn’t think I'd be 
able to play again,” the former master of 
seven instruments told the fourth graders. 

“T used to play the harmonica, the guitar, 
the banjo, bagpipes, the accordian — lots of 
instruments before my accident. 

“But now, I don’t have enough fingers to 
play most of those instruments so I play the 
harmonica." 

The accident happened in 1966, three mon- 


ths after the red-headed Irishman had mar 
ried his wife Trudy. He was working at the 
3.F. Goodrich shoe factory in Watertown a 
well as performing at the time 


I used to make sneakers,’’ Connolly 
related in his distinct Irish brogue. ‘But my 
hands got caught in a compressor and they 
couldn't get the machine open.’ 


Both of Connolly's arms were totally 
evered, leaving him with nothing but two 
tumps on each side 

Exactly three weeks before Connolly lost 
his arms, he was in the Elks Club in Water 

town listening to a speech by Harold Russell 
a World War II veteran who lost his hands tr 
an explosion and starred in a movie about re 
adjustment to civilian life entitled, ‘The Best 
Years of Our Live 

I really admired Russell when I heard him 
and I told him so at the time,’’ Connolly said 
his large blue eyes twinkling at the recollec 
tion. ‘When I was in the hospital after my ac 
cident, Harold Russell visited me and said 
Don't ever admire anyone again. It’s bad 
luck 


Connolly said he adjusted quite well to life 
with prostheses and he credits Russell with 
much of his success. ‘‘He taught me a lot,”’ the 
musician said. “I was very leery about how I 
could use them but I saw how the actor did it 
and I thought to myself, ‘as long as he could 
do it so well Now, I can mount a tape on a 
computer as fast as a guy with hands.” 


Although Connolly is obviously quite com: 
fortable about getting around with his hooks, 
he does run into some difficulties. ‘‘I got stop- 
ped in Boston one day by a guy who told me I 
couldn't drive because I had no hands,"’ Con- 
nolly said in the exasperated tone of a man 
who has been through that before. ‘‘I said to 
the cop, ‘You're crazy.’ Finally, he had to let 
me go when I showed him my _ special 
license." 


One boy was especially concerned about 
how others would know Connolly was married 
since he couldn't wear a wedding ring. After 
Connolly urred the students he would relay 
that information to sted persons, 
another fourth grader 
hurt yourself with them?" 

“Only if I sit on them," he answered with a 
faint grin 


Handicapped are people too

David Stewart was getting 
noticeably frustrated. The 
Newton fourth grader took a 
deep breath and repositioned the 
narrow, plastic rod extending 
from his mouth, He looked up at 
the letters of the alphabet drawn 
in separate boxes on a chart 
hanging in front of him. For the 
third time, the 10-year-old tried 
to communicate a sentence by 
pointing with the mouth wand 
and spelling out words. ated 
around him, some of David's 
classmates shuddered when 
their teacher asked them to im- 
agine telling an entire story in 
that fashion 

“It's awful,"’ concluded 10- 
year-old Douglas Blackwood 
after attempting the communica- 
tion method himself, ‘It takes so 
long to talk — it’s boring. People 
can’t understand you.” 

In a nearby classroom, other 
Newton fourth graders were try- 
ing to eat while their fingers

of the disabled. They began 
thinking about them as other peo- 
ple. 

“We target the program to 
fourth graders because they're 
still young enough to be naturally 
curious and open about it and 
they're uninhibited about asking 
candid questions,’’ explained 
Helen Corbett, a Williams 
teacher whose 11-year-old han- 
dicapped son, Martin, was one of 
two guest speakers at the close of 
the most recent program. Cor- 
bett, who volunteers for the part 
of the program dealing with 
physical limitations, noted that 
students have asked asked 
whether blindness is contagious 
and whether blind people can 
have babies among other ques- 
tions 


During the workshops 
preceeding the start of the pro- 
gram, the parent and teacher 
volunteers are urged to get the 
fourth graders to ask many ques- 
tions so they'll explore their feel-

‘I'd fee] embarrassed if I was 
in a restaurant and I had to eat 
like this,” added Sandra Ramet- 
ta What if I spilled 
something 


This is too hard,’ Paul 
DeMaio said after trying to eat 
slippery jello with his ‘disabled 
hand, But being ted was not any 
more desirable to the fourth 
grader. “It's like I was a baby,” 
he complained. 

Other students hobbling 
through hallways on crutches 
and braces and wheeling around 
in wheelchairs were not faring 
much better, As 10-year-old 
Maura Purcell put it, “This gives 
you sore armpits and hands, You 
can't do anything.’ 

The Williams Elementary 
School fourth graders in Newton 
Spent the past few weeks learn- 


ing, first hand, about a variety of 
disabilities as part of The 
Understanding Handicaps Pro- 
gram 

Established in 1978 by a group 
of Newton parents who wanted to 
eliminate the fears and 
falsehoods many students had 
toward their handicapped peers, 
the program is now practiced in 
all Newton elemente schools 
as well as other schools ir 
Massachusetts and other stat 

I feel th the most important 
part of the children's education 
tated Laurie Swett, one of about 
50 Williams School parents who 
works as a volunteer leader in 
The Understanding Handicaps 
Program. ‘Magic happens to 
kids who go through the pro- 
gram, The kids no longer feel un- 
comfortable with handicapped 
people whereas before, the kids 
felt awkward when they came 
across someone with a handicap 


“After going through this pro- 
gram, the kids relate to the (han- 
dicapped) person — not only to 
his or her handicap.” 

The 20-hour program includes 


a session on blindness, hearing 
impairment, physical limita 
tions, mental retardation and 
special medical problems such 
as asthma, diabetes and epilep: 
sy. A visit by a real live han- 
dicapped person marks the pro- 
gram's grand finale after the 
fourth graders have spent mon 
ths pretending they are han- 
dicapped 

Hours and hours spent button 
ng shirts with special hooked 
tools and experimenting with 
other aids designed for handicap: 
ped people transformed the pro- 
spect of being handicapped from 
a nebulous, often inaccurate im- 
age into a more realistic picture 
The nine and 10-year-olds learn- 
ed about dependency as teachers 
fed them at a faster pace faster 
then they were accustomed and 
they constantly confronted 
frustration. As misconceptions 
about handicapped life were 
slowly replaced with facts, the 
students began to lose their fear

Burke stated that, while there was no denying 
that Pellegrini used the Suffolk Downs number, 
he was not running an illegal lottery because no 
donor won anything more than a ride on a fire 
engine or a plaque at the end of the year. (For a 
lottery to be illegal, it must involve a game of 
chance for a prize of value.) 

Both Burke and Jenkins agreed that Pellegrini 
was probably given a suspended sentence in part 
because many community residents praised his 
charitable deeds, Burke submitted 20 letters8 
from clergy mmbers, politicians ‘‘and the little 
people” in support of his defendant 

Jenkins had recommended that Clancy impose 
the same sentence imposed in Waltham District 
Court - one-year in jail with 10 days to be served 
and the remainder suspended. He also asked for 
court costs to be assessed at $1,500. 

Pellegrini’s trial in Framingham was a result 
of his appealing the Waltham verdict

NEWTON Newton resi- 
dent William Hebert, the former 
executive director of the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association (MTA), has added 
his name to the growing list of 
candidates for the U.S. Senate 


The 54-year-old Hebert, a

Their comments are echoed across the city 
While closing neighborhood might 
eem to pluck the heart out of the city’s villages 
there are other equally strong forces at work 
conspiring to do them in 

Commercialization - developing new, commer 
cial properties instead more traditional, residen- 
tial ones - is a force that has been mounting in the 
city for years. Since Proposition 242 put a cap on 
property tax revenues, the push to develop com- 
mercial propertiies, which yield taxes on 150 per 
cent of their value, has increased. With open 
space at a premium, the scramble for available 
properties has accelerated, and pressure has 
been put on the Board of Aldermen to revamp the 
city’s zoning to accomodate more intensified 
land use. 

Each new development proposal, when it final- 
ly hits the floor of the aldermanic chambers, is 
met with the vocal opposition of residents who 
protest that it will seriously affect the residential 
character of their neighborhood. Compromises 
are struck and conditions are attached to the 
developer’s proposal, but the impetus of the 
drive for more taxes usually makes itself felt. 

Besides the economic forces that make school 
closings and commercial development seem so 
viable, there are also social changes that have 
contributed to the present poor health of the ci- 
ty’s villages. 

A eem pointed out, women, in the pz 
were largely responsible for keeping a village 
together. They met regularly, in groups that 
ranged in purpose from community improve- 
ment organizations to strictly social clubs. They 
patched up the tears in the village fabric on a 
daily basis, and they took great pride in the 
results of their work 

Since World War II, women have taken to leav- 
ing their homes and villages to go to work. Those 
who continue to act as village volunteers now 
meet at night, in a host of church, temple, com- 
munity and social organizations. They have 
become part-time pillars of their local com 
munities through a long, slow process of attri- 
tion 

The combined economic forces that have, at 
one time, encouraged commercial development, 
dictated the closing of village schools and reduc- 
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ed the keepers of the village flame to part-time 
duty seem inexorable and overwhelming. With 
the future seeming to hold only doom for the 
villages that have made up the city for so long, 
ome appropriate questions might include: How 
important are the separate villages to those who 
live in them? How badly are they being eroded? 
And what, if anything can be done to preserve

With concern over the fate of the villages grow- 
ing, Morris, Barker, Creem, Housing Committee 
Chairman Sondra Shick, Planning Department 
head Barry Canner and other city officials are 
devising ways to insure some sort of stability, 

Canner has applied for a federal grant to study 
the villages, to isolate their distinguishing 
characteristics and attempt to preserve them 

Creem and Barker have docketed items before 
the Board of Aldermen aimed at revising city or- 
dinances that deal with setbacks and maximum 
building height. Those items were greeted cooly 
by their colleagues on the board, but the two 
aldermen are determined to persist in their ef- 
forts to limit growth 

Morris says the city’s villages should be divid- 
ed into two or three classes and approached with 
separate preservation strategies. He warns that 
any ‘‘blanket approach”’ to the problem has to be 
avoided. ‘You're going to maintain Waban and 
the Highland, but Newtonville and Newton Cor- 
ner have to be approached with a different 
strategy,” he said 

Morris looks to groups like the mayor's 
Economic Development Commission to lead the 
way in the fight to preserve the villages. 
Whatever strategy is finally adopted, ‘It can’t 
come from the Board of Aldermen, given the 
dernands of the day-to-day petitions they have to 
deal with,”’ he said 


Fines increased 


NEWTON The Board of Aldermen has 
unanimously accepted an amended schedule of 
parking fines to replace a dated set in place since 
1968. Original proposals for across the board in- 
creases in parking fines, in some cases by as 
much as 500 percent, were found to be so ex- 
cessive as to be illegal under state law. 

Residents and commuters can now expect fine

NEWTON Citing “intense development pressures,” planning of 
ficials are seeking state funds to find out the development capacity of 
each of the city’s 14 business districts 

In a seven-page application to the munic ipal division of the 
Massachusetts Executive Office of Communities and Development 
(EOCD), the city’s planning board is requesting $75,000 to hire a consul: 
tant who would perform the city-wide study | ff 

The goal of the study, if the state funding can be secured, is to draw up | 
a “comprehensive plan’’ of development for eac h of the city’s village | 
commercial areas, according to documents released last week | 

According to Planning Board head Edward J. Dailey, the city learned | 
of the availability of state funds for such a study late last year and filed 
the application as quickly as possible | § 

Planning Department head Barry Canner, who argues that his | § 
department simply does not have the available staff to conduct an inten: 
sive, long range development study, said he expects a response from the 
state by the end of the month and added that if the funding is secured, 
the study could be completed before July 

Dailey explained the development dilemma facing the city in a Jan, 4 
letter attached to the application for EOCD funds | 

“There is a critical need to develop a plan which will attempt to j 
resolve the conflicts generated by the need to expand the tax base by en 
couraging new commercial development, the inevitable tension bet- 
ween business districts and abutting residential areas, and the desire to 
preserve the residential character of the city,”’ Dailey wrote to state 
EOCD official David Drosnick 

If the money for the more ambitious city-wide study cannot be found, 
the application requests $30,000 to fund an alternate study of the 
development capacity of both Newton Corner and Newton Centre, the | 
results of which could be applied to the city’s other commercial areas | 

The application, which was unanimously endor sed by the city plann- 
ing board and Mayor Theodore D, Mann, also describes the components | 
causing pressure for development here, as well as the problems created | 
by current development efforts 

“Both the city’s location and its residential character have combined 
with market forces to create intense pressures for commercial develop- 

ent,” the EOCD application states. 
hese pressures, however, tend to conflict with the very amenities 
which contribute to Newton's appeal. Yet, at the same time, the capaci- 
ty to provide the amenities are threatened by the financial constraints 
imposed by Propositioi and the concern about increasing the pro- 
perty tax burden on taxpayers,” it continues. 

“Tt has therefore become criticial to support and encourage ap- 
propriate commercial development - development which is balanced 
with the need to protect the integrity of the residential character of the

TON — Father Robert Drinan, a former 
r of the Massachusetts congressional 
tion, kicked-off a two-week Jewish Educa- 
tional Conference Thursday night with a speech 
praising the teachers’ for passing on the dream

Drinan, who represented Newton in the 4th 
Congressional District before a papal directive 
forced him to resign, tied his keynote speech into 
America’s relationship with Israel and the

homeland, calling it ‘the last Exodus put on 
hold.”

Strand noted that although he 
feels there are educational benefits 
to a K-65, 6-8 arrangement (for sixth 
graders in particular), Newton has 
been moving for many years in the 
direction of the K-6, 7-8, 9-12 set-up 
achieved this fall and should not 
change course again so soon.

According to the complaint filed by Shufrin, he and Maples were op- 
ponents in a “bitterly contested" small claims case at the Newton Court 

As tempers grew short, Shufrin alleged that Maples grabbed him by the 
tie and shirt front and shook him, without provocation, as they were both 
within the bar enclosure 

Hansen, however, claimed there was provocation on Shufrin’s part’ and 
insisted the whole thing should have been forgotten.

The application continues on to say 
Merchants are demanding moré off 
street parking and this need is reluc 
tantly being met in the surrounding 
residential neighborhoods bringing with 

it heavy traffic volumes. 

If the city cannot expand its tax base 
in some orderly and planned fashion, 
the application document warns, “‘it 
must continue to make difficult budget 
cuts which could jeopardize the capaci

At some point, Canner warned, the 
concept of redevelopment must come to 
an end, leaving residents to choose bet 
allowing the construction of

Asbestos removal funds okayed

NEWTON — The Board of Aldermen 
unanimously approved Monday night 
the funding for the final removal of 
cancer-causing asbestos from Newton 
North High School 

The decisive vote by the board 
brought smiles to the faces of parents 
and teachers in the audience who had 
fought the removal battle for the past 
decade. 

With no debate, board members voted 
24-0 to approve the use of $442 to 
partly fund the removal of asbestos con- 
taining material from the school’s 





fourth floor ceiling 
I feel a sense of joy and relief, I'm 

especially satisfied that this was done 
with a unanimous vote. We hope this is 
the end,” said Frank Spitzer, the 
school’s health coordinator and biology 
teacher who has been an ardent 
removal advocate since the material 
was first found at North in 1973 

Sachs was part of a group of nearly 20 
parents, teachers and school ad- 
ministrators who attended the meeting 
and had successfully lobbied in the past 
to remove the material from the 
school’s first three flo a project 
which cost the city over $1.5 million. 

The operation will cost an estimated 














$765,000, with balance of monies 
coming from 83 remaining in the 
school’s asbestos account, a transfer of 
$207,482 from a surplus school project 
account and a $235,000 bond issue. 

The board also voted unanimously to 
use $28,000 in surplus monies to remove 
acoustical tiles containing asbestos 
from Newton South High School's music 
room. 

The board's vote to remove the 
cancer-causing fireproofing from Nor- 
th’s fourth floor came in spite of city’s 
asbestos consultant's most recent 
recommendation that the material be 
monitored until vandalism or distur- 
bance could be shown.

Education aid will decrease 


NEWTON — Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis’ proposed increase in 
Chapter 70 (state education) aid 
will not help Newton. In fact, the ci- 
ty is expected to register a roughly 
$500,000 decrease in education aid 
for the next fiscal year. 


The city’s Chief Budget Officer 
David Wilkinson said the change 
will have no bearing on the actual 
school budget, however, because all 
city income is simply dumped into 
one big “‘pot’’ and allocated ac- 
cording to need. 

Newton will not lose out entirely, 


as Dukakis’s proposed package 
would increase the city’s ‘addi- 
tional 


assistance’? or municipal 
revenue sharing by about $1.7 
million over the current level, 
resulting in a net gain for the city of 
roughly $1.2 million. 


The $500,000 education reduction, 
which brings the Chapter 70 aid 
figure for the next fiscal year to $4.2 
million, is aimed at bringing 
Newton in line with the new local 
education aid formula that went in- 
to effect last year, Wilkinson noted. 

Several years ago, he explained, 


state education aid was awarded to 
cities and towns on a standard per 
pupil basis: ‘x’ number of dollars 
for each student in the community. 
Then the system was changed to 
take into account the ability of each 
community to pay for education. 

The Chapter 70 formula was 
developed based on the relative pro- 
perty wealth per student. 

Wealthier communities, such as 
Newton, would have registered a 
huge decrease in state assistance, 
so the state made a provision which 
essentially froze the amount of aid 
they received at its existing level.

NEWTON — The Newton South 
Boosters Club attained its fund- 
raising goal in its quest to gain 
new portable seating at the South 
High Sports Complex, it was an- 
nounced at a meeting on 
January, 27. However, there is 
still much to do to complete the 
process of acquiring the stands

plemented with funds from the 
city to attain the full 
seating estimated at 
(The contributors are being 
ed “The Friends of Newton 
South”’ to show that the fund is 
made up of community contribu- 
tuins, not just the Boosters Club. 
It should be pointed out that the 
sports complex can be used for 
graduation exercises, in addition 
to football, lacrosse, track, soc- 
cer and other sports). 





In a three-paragraph letter, 
dated Jan. 30, Herbert Bamel, 
Chairman of the Newton Recrea- 
tion Commission and former 
President of the Boosters Club, 
wrote to Mayor Theodore Mann 
requesting that $6,154.00 left over 
from construction of the sports 
complex in 1979, currently ear- 
marked for the Public Works 
Department budget, be released 
and set in a restricted fund with 
monies raised by the Friends of 
Newton South. The $9,156.00 
would then be given as a gift to 
the city, contingent upon this re- 
quest being granted. 





“We're only asking for the 
money to complete work 
originally started in 1979," 
Bamel said. The $440,000.00 left 
over from the construction of the 
new Newton North High building 


was earmarked to erect a sports 
complex for Newton South in 
1979, which was to include 
seating and a scoreboard. The 
field was built without either. 
According to Bamel, once th 


Mayor receives the letter, the 
Mayor may request that the 
$6,154.00 be allocated. for this 


facility, The Board of Alderman 
would then send the request to be 
reviewed by the Public Facilities 
Committee and the Finance 
Committee, both of which meet 
once a month, 

Then the request would be put 
on the docket of the full Board of 
Alderman for final approval 
This process could optimistically 
be complete by March, with the 


stands ready for use in 
September. 
Mayor Mann indicated that 


“the matter is getting our atten- 
tion."’ He pointed out that there 
were several factors involved, in- 
cluding budget and teacher cut- 
backs. However, the Mayor did 
say that he had met with a pur- 
chasing agent, and is currently 
making inquiries. ‘‘The matter 
has been discussed with the 
School Department,” the Mayor 
added. “I view it as a positive 
thing, and I compliment the com- 
munity for showing community 
spirit." The Mayor is a con- 
tributor to the Friends of Newton 
South, and a lifetime member of 
the Boosters Club. 


Mayor Mann has asked Russell 





Halloran, Recreation Depart- 
ment Commissioner, to coor- 
dinate the effort with Bamel, 


Head of South Physical Educa- 
tion Department, George 
Winkler, Principal Van 
Seasholes, and members of the 
Boosters Club in transferring the 
funds currently in the Public 
Works Department to eventually 


be used toward the purchase of 
elevated bleachers. Carol 
Stapelton, Recreation Depart- 
ment Secretary, will act as, 
liaison between the Boosters” 
Club and the Recreation Depart 

ment to see the entire project 
through to its completion 

“T think its great that people 
are coming forward to make it a 
reality,’’ Halloran remarked 
“Only they should have been 
there in the first place.” 

A meeting was held on 
February 2 between Halloran, 
Winkler and others to go over 
specifications of the seating, in- 
cluding consideration of the bids 
It has already been decided that 
the stands will go on the side 
closest to the school, the current 
visitors’ side for football, as the 
opposite end has drainage pro 
blems. It was also revealed by 
Bamel that he stands would be 
modelled after those of Weston 
High with a seating capacity of 
about 500. 

The new stands will be called 
“portable” because they would 
“be steeled and cemented into the 
ground, although they could not 
be moved except by helicopter 
once installed. (Permanent 
seating, Bamel pointed out, is 
what one finds at Fenway Park) 

“We have possibly the finest 
athletic field with no seating ar- 
rangement for a school that is 
considered one of the top 15 in the 
country,’’ Bamel said. “It’s 
ludicrous that there is no place 
for visiting teams and spectators 
to watch the athletic contests, 
especially since South’s football 





team won the Dual County 
League last fall.”’

soon built to allow ac- 

cess for the milled lumber 
Clark passed the mill on to his 
sons who later sold shares to 
Nathaniel Parker and Nathaniel 
Longley. Parker’s sons and grand- 


sons eventually became sole 
owners. 
In 1778, Thomas Parker sold a 


quarter of an acre land and the 
tobaceo house to Simon Elliot, a 
wealthy Boston tobacco merchant. 
Elliot bought five more acres of 
land..and several houses and 
undeveloped parcels of land in 1782 

The factory prospered and 
Elliot's firm became one of the 
largest in New England 

During this time, Thomas Parker 
constructed a second mill site 
where Turtle Island separates the 
Charles. Needham blacksmith 
Jonathan Bixby bought the water 
rights from Parker and built a 
scythe mill with grindstones turned 
by water power. A permanent dam 
was later constructed 

Bixby sold shares and the Newton 
Iron Works was incorporated by 
1800. The company flourished as 
farm tools were constantly in de- 
mand in Newton. ‘ 

Meanwhile, Simon Elliot had 
died, his wife, daughter and son, 
known as General Elliot, inherited 
the property. General Elliot was 
having financial problems and in 
1814, his brother-in-lay Thomas 
Perkins and his brother James 
bought the Elliot mills. Their aim 





was to transform the mills into 
facilities manufacturing cotton 
goods 


However when the War of 1812 
ended, the market was flooded with 
foreign cloth. Thus, their plans were 
delayed until 1823, when the Elliot 
Manufacturing Company was in- 
corporated. 

They hired Otis Pettee (1795-1853 ) 


to supervise construction of a mill 
and the machinery. A 6,000-spindle 
factory producing cotton sheeting 
was operating by 1824 

Pettee left the company in 1831 
and established the Pettee Machine 
Works on South Meadow Brook 
Four months later, his firm was 
producing textiles for customers as 
far away as Mexico, 


His factory was destroyed by fire 
in 1839 though Pettee quickly rebuilt 
it and bought the Elliot company, 
which he renamed Elliot Mills. 


He installed 252 new sheeting 
looms at the mills and converted 
them to hold wider cloth. One of Pet- 
tee’s patented designs was looms 
driven mechanically from water 
driven below, doing away with more 
dangerous leather belts powered 
from above. Producing 60,000 yards 
of calico cloth a week, the factory 
may have been the largest in New 
England 


Establishment of homes 


Few families lived in Upper 
Falls before 1800. Yet, by 1831, it 
was a busy mill town with some 55 
homes owned by the mills. The 
modest, one-and-a-half story houses 
providing shelter for mill workers 
lined Chestnut and Elliot Streets 
and the Worcester Turnpike. 

Dozens of these houses are 
preserved in Upper Falls Historic 
District, 

The village's oldest farmhouse is 
he Bixby House at 744 Quinobequin 
Road, built in the mid-1800s, 
Originally located along the 
Charles, the house was later moved 
to its present site during a widening 
of Boylston Street. 

The middle class, shopkeepers 
and skilled professionals, built 
large homes on the hillside on and 
around Chestnut Street. 

Mill owners and successful 
businessmen constructed houses 















near the hilltops. Among them is the 
William Ellis House at 1235 
Boylston Street, A mansion owned 
by mill agent David Jewett and is 
how a part of the Stone Institute, a 
home for the aged. 

Upper Falls’ first church was 
built in 1828 and established as a 
Unitarian meeting house 
Unitarianism was apparently un- 
popular with residents and the 
church was later purchased by a 
Methodist group. It stands today as 
the First United Methodist Church 
in Newton. A Baptist Meeting House 
was built on Ellis Street in 1833 

The Irish immigrants brought 
Catholicism to Newton, with the ci- 
ty’s first Roman Catholic service 
held in John Cahill’s house in 1843 
Newton’s first Roman Catholic 
Church was built 1867 on Chestnut 
Street. Mary Immaculate of 
Lourdes Church was built in 1910 on 
Elliot Street and replaced the 
Chestnut Street church 


Transportation 


Merchants used the Worcester 
Turnpike to transport their goods to 
Boston. However, as the speed of 
locomotives increased and tracks 
extended, the mill town was at a 
disadvantage 

In 1852, a connecting line of the 
Boston and Worcester Railroad was 
constructed from Brookline, offer- 
ing Upper Falls a 10-mile route into 
Boston. Built that same year was a 
depot, now the Upper Falls Depot, 
which has been restored as a 
museum. 


The late nineteenth century 


Upper Falls was still booming 
in the late 1800's. New industries 
were replacing the old. 

Benjamin Newell constructed a 
paper mill in 1863 and the Newton 
Rubber Company was built in 1888, 

The Elliot textile mills, unable to

compete with those in Fall River 
and Lowell, were forced to close 
The buildings, however, were soon 
leased and converted into a large 
silk factory in 1883. The demand for 
silk was so great that the factory 
would somtimes operate 24 hours 
for weeks or months at a time. 

The company operated until the 
1950's, Its buildings are now the 
heart of the historic district, hous- 
ing the Mills Falls Restaurant and 
office and retail space. 

Contributing to Upper Falls 
charm is the famed Echo Bridge, 
built in 1877 by the Sudbury 
Aqueduct. 

Until the early 1900's, Upper Falls 
residents lived independently of 
Newton. All their needs — jobs, 
houses, places to shop, religious 


groups; schools — were available in 
the village. 

The Great Depression of the 
1930's changed Upper Falls as 
larger mills were forced to close 
Some industries were revived dur 
ing World War II, but just for a brief 
time. 

Smaller shops also closed and 
have been replaced by antique 
stores, many of which now line 
Chestnut Street. The Gamewell 
company factory was the last to 
leave Upper Falls, having left the 
village in the 1970 

Upper Falls was ‘in limbo for 
awhile’ says life-long Upper Falls 
resident and historian Kenneth 
Newcomb, He says residents 
thought the village was being 
‘bypassed by the city.’ He adds that 








the situation is changing. 

The village’s demographics 
changed, a pattern characteristic of 
the entire city, he says. Upper Falls 
is now a multi-ethnic village with 
more educated people, Newcomb 
says. 

However, newcomers to Upper 
Falls have no family ties in the 
village, he says. 











“People are moving in who don't 
know anything about Upper Falls,” 
says Newcomb, “It’s a transient 





population.”’ 

He adds that this tr nt group 
has tended to be less involved with 
community activities in Newton. 

“But I think it is going to change 
back. Upper Falls will contribute 
more,”

Ousted midwife not surprised by guilty verdict

NEWTON — Janet Leigh, a 
Newton Centre midwife and 


registered nurse, said she was “not 
surprised”’ the state nursing board 
turned in a guilty verdict on a 
charge of gross misconduct recent- 
ly and declared she will appeal her 
case to the state Supreme Judicial 
Court. 

The case has attracted statewide 
attention because it may set a 
precedent on the validity of the lay 
midwifery profession. 

After more than three months of 
testimony and deliberation, the nur- 
sing board found Leigh ‘‘not guilty 
of malpractice’ in a 1982 fetal 
death, but found her guilty of 
“deceit’’ and “gross misconduct” 
and suspended her nursing license 
for at least one year. The three 
charges are the only ones for which 
a license can be revoked. 

The Board of Registration in Nur- 
sing tried the case based on a for- 
mal complaint filed by Margaret 
LaMontagne, chief of obstetrics, 
| gynecological and newborn nursing 
at Brigham and Women’s Hospital 
in Boston. 

LaMontagne charged that Leigh 
has presented herself as a Certified 
Nurse Midwife rather than as a

NEWTON — Over two centuries 
ago, Colonial women living in 
Revolutionary America shocked 
their-husbands and male contem- 
poraries by gathering for spinning 
bees and social teas as an excuse to 
debate the merits of our early strug- 
gle with Great Britain. 

Today, when women come 
together to share ideas on arms con- 
trol and defense spending, hardly 
an eyebrow is raised.

Leigh, who has been a midwife for 
seven years and has attended over 
500 homebirths, would like to see lay 
midwifery recognized as a separate

In handing down their decision, 
Leigh said, the board cited a 1906 
case in which a midwife was con- 
victed of practicing medicine 
without a license and the fact that 
Leigh had not applied to become a 
Certified Nurse Midwife. 

Leigh was incredulous, however, 
that the board found her guilty of 
deceit, as no evidence was found to 
support the charge that she had 
misrepresented herself. 

Montagne filed her original com- 
plaint after two emergency medical 
technicians said Leigh identified 
herself as a “‘nurse-midwife,"’ but 
both admitted later under cross- 
examination that she may have 
identified herself as a ‘nurse’ and 
a ‘“‘midwife."” 

“There was nothing — absolutely 
no evidence to support it,” Leigh

Inventor creates 
‘Mighty Martians’

NEWTON CENTRE — The Mar- 
tians have invented a vehicle that 
takes them uphill without the use of 
any power whatsoever. 

Okay, so there are no Martians. 
There is Samuel Smith of Newton 
Centre however. 

Smith has invented a toy that 
moves uphill without the aid of bat- 
teries, string rubber bands, 
magnets or electricity. Seemingly, 
it defies the laws of gravity, and as 
the ‘‘Mighty Martians’’ in the toy 
vehicle move, young children can 
learn and enjoy. 

According to Smith, a mechanical 
engineer who retired from Draper 
Labs three years ago, the toy works 
on a principal of physics that really 
needs an explanation from him to be 
understood. 

“When people first see the toy 
work they say there must be some 
kind of spring or rubber band or 
magnet, but that's not how it 
works," he said 

For an explanation of the concept, 
interested young inventors and 
science buffs should go to the 
Boston Museum of Science Inven- 
tors Fair on February 11, 12 and 13. 









There, Smith’s toy, along with the 
inventions of other area scientists 
will be on display. 

How does Smith get ideas for his: 
inventions which range from a 
multi-purpose wrench, to a U.S. 
Navy patented resin purger that 
enables protective resin to be 
cleared of contaminants? 

“Usually, when I see the need for 
something, I try to create 
something to do it. I find out 
whether someone else has invented 
something like it, and, if not, I apply 
for a patent.’ Smith has about ten 
patents and some of his creations 
are patent pending. 

“In the case of the toy, I saw the 
need for something educational and 
fun for children, while at the same 
time, the concepts can be applied to 
laboratory experiments.”’ 

Other inventions worth seeing at 
the fair include a stereo amplifier 
that gives a Sony Walkman home 
entertainment system possibilities, 
a pepper grinder that enables a 
cook to stir soup and grind pepper at 
the same time, and a window that 
directs sunlight into the corners of a 
room.

NEWTON Six municipal 
unions have filed labor complaints 
against the city over the recently- 
instituted practice of investigating 
employees who routinely call in sick 
with in-house inspections, 


Alleging prohibitive practices, 
four local unions connected with the 
American Federation of State and 
County Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME) have taken their 
grievances to the state Labor Rela- 
tions Commission. 

In addition, the Newton 
Firefighters Union and the Newton 
Police Association have filed com- 
plaints over the investigatory tac- 
ties. The police union included their 
complaint in a presentation before 
the Joint Labor Management Com- 
mission, which is mediating its 
stalled contract talks with the city.

The charges come amidst a city- 
wide crackdown on absenteeism 
among municipal employees. 

There's a lot of anger out there 
among the employees about this,” 
according to Edith Meisser, direc. 
tor of city personnel, 

Two investigators hired by the ci- 
ty personne! department last 
August are charged with determin- 
ing if city employees who call in 
sick are in fact ill and unable to 
work, Travelling door-to-door, the 
investigators routinely identify 
themselves and request to speak 


make a factual determination of 
their illness. 

Meisser, who explained the prac- 
tice to aldermen last week during a 
Legislation and Rules Committee 
meeting, said there have been 
‘'mistakes’’ made when conducting 
the inspections. 

‘Sometimes (the investigators) 
#0 back to a house twice in one day, 
but only in one case that I know of, 
and sometimes they've been check- 
ing up on people who have been 
hospitalized,"’ she said 

But, Meisser added, ‘I've found 
the (employees) that are the 
angriest about this are those who 
abuse their sick leave privileges.” 

Alderman Carol Robinson, a 
member of the Legislation and 
Rules Committee, said the practice 
of “paying people to snoop 
seems to me to be very immature."

Streamlining reuse of surplus buildings 


By Eric Fehrnstrom, Staff Writer 


NEWTON — A plan to expedite the sale and lease of surplus city 
buildings calls for one special aldermanic committee to deal with all 
legislative re-use matters. 

The plan, submitted by Alderman Verne Vance, is expected to cut the 
sometimes burdensome process of determining future uses for vacant 
municipal buildings. As it is now, a re-use proposal could make the rounds 
before three separate aldermanic committees before a final recommenda- 
tion is made to the full Board of Aldermen. 

According to the proposal, all questions relating to the reuse proc 
be referred to a single committee, the Surplus Real Property Reuse 
mittee, 

Now, Vance said, different aldermanic committees are ‘‘each examining

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the Administration and Planning, Finance and Land Use Committees, 
Although the Administration and Planning Committee is the principal 
legislative body when it comes to reuse matters, the Finance Committee 
traditionally debates minimum sale or lease terms and the Land Use Com- 
mittee examines proposed land use actions, 

“We want to have the three principal interests now involved with the 
review (process) represented on this committee,”’ Vance said. 

Two other proposals that would change the present aldermanic system 
and structure involve amending city ordinances to allow both the Traffic 
Commission and the Zoning Board of Appeals to assume decision-making 
authority for matters that now come before the Board of Aldermen. 

One plan, introduced by Alderman Cynthia Creem, would restore the 
power of the Zoning Board of Appeals to grant variances from use regula- 
tions in residence areas. 

Another streamlining amendment introduced by Vance would give the 
city Traffic Commission the authority to determine parking and traffic 
restrictions relating to specific municipal streets and roads, 

Both moves would reduce the amount of work now handled by alder- 
manic committees.

Law Dept. nixes 
no-nuke scheme

NEWTON A confidential 
report prepared by the city Law 
Department has deflated the hopes 
of anti-nuclear activists here who 
are seeking to ban nuclear weapons 
work within city limits 

The report, researched and writ- 
ten by an a ant city solicitor, in- 
dicates that a proposed ban on the 
research, production and deploy- 
ment of nuclear weapons may be 
constitutionally invalid and would 
establish an ‘extreme outer limit” 
of municipal police power. 

Acting largely on the law depart- 











ment's recommendations, the 
aldermanic Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee has 


handed a huge set-back to local anti- 
nuclear activists by narrowly 
voting to reject the proposed or- 
dinance. 


The 4-3 vote against passage of 
the Nuclear Weapon Free Newton 
ordinance is the first instance of 
negative legislative action on the 
proposal. Members of a local anti- 
nuclear organization have been 
locked in conflict with defense in- 
dustry employees for more than two 
months over the implications of a 
law that would terminate all 
aspects of nuclear weapons produc- 
tion here 


According to the U.S. Department 
of Defense, more than $12.3 million 
of uncl fied, defense-related 
work was conducted in Newton dur- 
ing Fiscal Year 1983. It is unknown 
how much of that work was directed 
toward the research and design of 
nuclear weapons components but 
industry sources say as much as 25 
percent could have been spent on 
nuclear-related activities. 












The law department's report, 
which examined questions concern- 
ing constitutionality and enforce- 
ment, was the wild card in the ongo- 
ing controversy. Anti-nuclear ac- 
tivists now seem to be holding the 
losing hand. 

“From the opinion of the law 
department, the chances are slight 
for passage because of perceived 
constitutional difficulties,”” ac-

cording to former alderman Ethel 
Sheehan, the author of the proposed 
nuke ban. Sheehan said she is still 
banking on passage of the proposed 
ordinance when it comes before the 
full Board of Aldermen. 


According to the report, a ‘strong 
argument can be made that the 
Supremacy Clause (Article VI of 
the U.S. Constitution) would pre- 
vent Newton from enforcing the 
proposed ordinance, particularly 
with regard to work contracted for 
by (the Dept. of Defense) or (the 
Dept. of Energy)...” 





The Suprema Slause of the U.S. 
Constitution, cording to the 
report, removes from the states 
“the power to interfere with or to 
condition the operation of federal 
activities and programs constitu- 
tionally undertaken by Congress.”’ 





The report also states the propos- 
ed weapons ban “fundamentally 
seeks to make a political statement 
concerning national defense, and 
only in the most tenuous way can 
the ordinance be seen as protecting 
and providing for the safety and 
welfare of Newton’s citizens.” 

It would, the report reads, 
“establish an extreme outer limit of 
municipal police power” and only 
the most ‘expansive interpreta- 
tion’”’ of those police powers would 
include the enforcement of a pro- 
hibition on nuclear weapons work.

NEWTON A woman's voice sang out, low, 
slow and strong, from the rear of the room 

‘One of these days I'll cross that river; I'll sit 
down by my master’s side — forget all my hear- 
taches and sorrows; I'll be satisfied 

The audience turned to watch as the tall, black 
woman in an African dress walked slowly up the 
aisle of the converted church 

She reached the front of the room and stood 
before a white wall on which hung a huge 
modern, African-style tapestry, African-style 
wooden masks and the paintings and drawings of 
black artists, 

Her red and blue patterned dress hung straight 
and simple, its wide sleeves falling across her 
wrists. From either ear, a long, thin strand of 
gold, broken by an occasional bead, flowed down 
onto her chest 

‘We down here, Lord — can’t you hear us 
calling,’ she sang in the rich, deep tones of the 
Negro spiritual. ‘Oh, touch us, Lord, we are 
wounded, crying. 

With simple words and songs passed down 
over generations, Newton Alderman Carol J 
Robinson, who sings with ‘‘The Voices of Myr- 
tle” and the Myrtle Baptist Church Senior Choir, 
slowly carried the Newton Ar nter audience 
through the lives of black Americans — from the 
capture of slaves in Africa to the dream and the 
death of Martin Luther King, Jr. to the 1980s. 

Thus began the opening for ‘‘The Many Colors 
of Black” last weekend. 

Timed to coincide with Black History Month 
and billed as ‘‘a cultural experience through art, 
music, dance and drama,"’ the show is presented 
by the Arts Center and Jane Chiong's Theatre for

And through it all...we only came through one 
way and that was by faith,’’ Robinson said softly 

Faith — anda fiery spirit, it seemed 

Newton resident and Myrtle Baptist Church 
member Cortez Collins stepped up to the 
microphone dressed in a crisp, smart suit and 
belted out the poems of black writers like a fire 
and brimstone preacher 

His face grew fierce and his voice rose to a 
frenzied pitch, then fell to a whisper as his 
features contorted in grief and anguish. His eyes 
grew wide and he grinned in ecstasy, almost 
singing his words; his face softened and he spoke 
gently of forgiveness, then his voice swung back 
up in wild excitement again 

The simple, striking words of Langston 
Hughes, the fury of militant poets, an upbeat 
work in dialect and the sermon of a slave 
preacher resounded through the room 

The audience, a full mix of black and white, 
shook their heads, nodded and sighed in shared 
pain and appreciation 

‘My old man’s a white, old man; my old 
mother’s...black...My old man died in a man- 
sion; my old ma died in a shack. Wonder where 
I'm going to die, being neither white nor black,”’ 
rang the words of Langston Hughes. 

“If we must die let it not be like hogs penn- 
ed...Like men we'll face the murderous, coward- 
ly pa like men die fighting back,’’ Collins 
screamed. 

Although many in the room — both white and 
black — may have never heard some of those 
words before and others may have never stopped 
to really feel the experience of another culture, 
the performers reached everyone.

Finding a home 





The problem of finding decent, af- 
fordable housing in the city has stymied a 
number of attempted solutions over the 


years, but those who are 


combing the 


classifieds or biding their time on waiting 
lists for subsidized housing should not 


despair. 


Members of the Board of Aldermen are 
taking real steps toward a lasting solution. 
Granted, their steps are small and slow, 
but they are moving forward. Past at- 
tempts at solving the housing problem 


have been largely of the ‘ 


‘one step for- 


ward, two steps backward” variety; and 
their present well-measured pace just 
might mean they will eventually reach 


their objective. 


The aldermanic Housing Committee, 
during 1983, took a long, close look at one 
part of the solution, accessory apartments. 
Chaired by Ward 1 Alderman-at-large Son- 


dra Shick, the committee 
recommendations made 


responded to 


in a Human 


Rights Commission study and explored the 
possibility of expanding the use of existing 


housing. 


The benefits of allowing the construction 
of accessory apartments in the city seem- 
ed many. Affordable housing would be 


made available and some 


of the city’s 


grand, old homes, many of which seem 
doomed in the face of today’s interest rates 
and maintenance costs, would be preserv- 


ed. 


Shick and committee member Matthew 
Jefferson, despite the nonchalance of some 
members of the Housing Committee, at- 
tacked the problem with vigor. Faced with 
protests that claimed accessory apart- 
ments would violate the sanctity of the ci- 
ty’s single-family zones, they stuck by 
their guns and came up with a recommen- 
dation that should be acceptable to the 


most diehard conservatives. 


According to the committee’s final 
report, impact from the additional housing 
would be minimized by strict guidlines. 
There would be no visible changes to the 
exterior of the building. Parking would be 
screened. Properties would have to be 


owner-occupied. 


Perhaps the strongest arguments behind 
the committee’s recommendation are to 
be found in estimates of the number of il- 
legal accessory apartments that already 
exist in the city, which range from 1,000 to 
2,000. If those apartments are ever to be 
regulated, or brought up to code, an ac- 
cessory apartment ordinance is needed. 

Shick’s report will come before the full 
board of Aldermen in the near future, and 
we would hope that it will be viewed as one 
part of the solution to the city’s housing 
crisis. Alone, it will barely make a dent, 
but, added to other attempts, it might go a 
long way toward making the Garden City 


more “‘liveable.”’ 


Other pieces of the puzzle will be coming 
to the board from the new Housing Com- 
mittee, made up of Chairman Carol Robin- 
son, Verne Vance and Matthew Jefferson. 
Robinson has promised to review the ex- 
isting ‘‘ten percent ordinance,” to push for 
the addition of larger, family-sized units to 
the city’s housing stock and to standardize 
the terms in which the city and developers 


negotiate. 


If the city is not going to become a coun- 
try club, these efforts to solve the housing 
problem have to be treated with the 


respect they deserve. 
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School closings stir the city 


Special ed students are being 
treated unfairly in closings 


Open letter to the School Depart- 
ment and the School Committee 

Although we are co-chairpersons 
of the city-wide Community Ad- 
visory Committee on Special 
Education, we are speaking as in- 
dividual parents of handicapped 
children involved with special ser- 
vices for 12-18 years, and as 
monitors of the Newton special 
education services for the past six 











years 

Presently, we are also a voice for 
those parents and staff who have 
approached us lately with their con- 
cerns about the impact of the pro- 
posed consolidations on some of the 
special education programs in the 
school system 

Unlike most other parents, we do 
not have any personal connections 
with any of the four jeopardized 
schools, but we are speaking 


primarily to purely educational and 


community issues criteria 
noticeably minimized in the con- 
solidation report’s 151 pages of 
financial and space analysis. 

Therefore we ask that you 


seriously consider, in the balance of 
any future decisions, the past 
history and present placement con- 
arns of special education pro- 
rams. 

st, we are concerned that 
special education ¢ es are again 
being caught in the bind of having 
been placed in a school with the 
most available space, only to have 
that school later become a prime 
candidate for consolidation because 
of that exce ace. For instance, 
the multiply-handicapped class, 
located first at Peabody, was moy- 
ed to Countryside; yet when Emer- 
son moved in because of consolida- 
tion, it had to move again, this time 
to Burr, its third location in 10 
years. Now again the same scenario 
of treating the handicapped classes 
as the most easily expendable 
threatens to replay itself. 

If Oak Hill were to be closed and 
its students consolidated into 
Memorial Spaulding, all three 
special education classes, the two 
pre-school and the one for retarded 
children, could not follow even part 
of the community into Memorial 
Spaulding. Moreover, it is_ still 
ar whether Edco pre-school 
and the class for students 
with moderate learning disabilities 
presently at Memorial Spaulding 
would also have to be, in turn, 
transferred out of their present 
community to accommodate Oak 
Hill. 

For both schools, we question why 
no demographic simulation for the 
future placement of these special 
programs was planned in the con- 
solidation report. 

We refuse to accept as a rationale 
for this lack of planning the uncer- 
tainty of what combination of 
schools will close. For this same 
uncertainty is the basis for simula- 
tions in the first place, and does not 
seem to have prevented the plann- 
ing for non-handicapped students. 

Finally, parents are also concern- 
ed about the future placement of the 
two new special education classes 
recently proposed by Dr. Stand. 
Will they too simply fall catch-as- 
catch-can into whatever space is 
finally available? 

We offer for consideration by the 
School Committee these questions: 

First, is it fair to be highly con- 
cerned about not moving a regular 
education student more than once, 
or not relocating parts of an already 
consolidated ocmmunity, yet to in- 
discriminately move the substan- 
tially separate .4 classes, which 
comprise a community within a 
comunity, whose children are more 
dependent than the average child on 
routine and structured environ- 
ment, and, finally, whose accep- 












































tance within the larger school com- 
munity is highly dependent on the 
degree of sensitizing that a par 
ticular school has had — a process 
that can take years to completely 
achieve and only minutes to unde 
a consolidation vote? 

Second, is it prudent to do so in the 
light of no formal system-wide 
training for regular education 
teachers to sensitize them to the 
need of these special children who 
are officially being mainstreamed 
to the greatest extent possible, 
given their handicaps? 

Oftentimes, it is only by hap- 
penstance or sometimes more for- 
tunately through the leadership of 
very dedicated parents such as 
Carol Beard of the Understanding 
Handicaps Program that an entire 
staff and an entire school of 
students Iearns to readi accept, 
not only in theory but in actual prac- 
tice, a group of kids often so ob- 
viously different and thus more 
vulnerable to social stigma and 
isolation. 

Third, what guarantee is there 
that a substantially separate class 
will indeed be readily epted 
within a new community? Com- 
munities (as do staff) differ in per- 
sonality, sensitivity and acceptance 
of new situations, as you well know. 
And as we well know, there has 
already been an incidence several 
years ago where the multiply han- 
dicapped class, slated too late that 
year into one community, met with 
resistance from some parents in 
this receiver school, and was 
relocated instead to Bur 

Fourth, has there been adequate 
forethought and planning so that, in 
our shrinking school system, one or 
more schools don’t end up being, in 
effect, a ‘dumping ground” for the 
handicapped, which would be 
against the spirit, if not the letter, of 
the law and the philosophy of 
mainstreaming? 

Fifth, can facilities which seem so 




































y duplicated in actuality? 
a situation such as exists, for exam- 
ple, in the Oak Hill pre-school, with 
two adjoining, mutually self- 
reinforcing c rooms, several 
speech and therapy cubicles, an ad- 
ministrative office in close, daily 
touch, a long hallway for the retard- 
ed children to ride their tricycles 
without disturbing the rest of the 
school, and a bathroom right in that 
same wing for the privacy of toilet- 
training those developmentally- 
delayed children -- can such 
facilities even be approximated, 
much less duplicatedd, in another 
context? If so, why haven’t these 
quality issues been addressed? If 
these students are so neglected on 
paper, why should parents believe 
they will not be equally neglected in 
actuality? 

Finally, Dr. Strand speaks in his 
consolidation summary of the im- 
portance of ‘‘the special che: 
which allows an elementa: 
child to have a successful teaching 
and learning experience.” 

We submit that a_ special 
chemistry, a special educational en- 
vironment, also exists between the 
special needs c 's and a school 
that has learned to accept them 
throughout the years. 

In conclusion, we warn that a dif- 
ferent, volatile chemistry so 
brewing between the school system 
and an incereasingly disgruntled 
segment of its constituency who are 
becoming more angry that their 
special neeus children are again 
“babies being thrown out with the 
bath water’’ each time another 
school is washed down the drain.

Any plan that increases the 
number of NPS students who are 
transported to classes daily by 
school buses will surely fail to pro- 
vide either fiscal economy or stu- 
dent well-being 

From a fiscal vantage point, bus- 
ing increased numbers of NPS 
students is clearly unwise. The 
costs of gasoline, maintenance, and 
labor can only increase more rapid- 
ly than NPS income. Further, these 
high costs are unrelated to quality 
education, the primary goal of any 
public school system 

Riding a school bus is probably 
the most hazardous time in a stu- 
dent’s day, During the week of Jan, 
2, a small group of students on a 
Newton North bus set off several 

bottle rockets" directed from the 
back of the bus toward the driver 


(to light the fuses, students used 
matches and lighters). On a Day Jr. 
High bus, a seventh-grader was 
beaten on the head severely enough 
to sustain a concussion. On both 
buses, smoking by students and 
drivers is a daily occurrence, 

The school authorities can act on 
these events only after the fact 
Hence, this kind of behavior will 
always threaten the safety of the 
majority of reasonably-behaved 
passengers on a school bus because 
it must first occur before it can be 
corrected. Bus monitors would only 
cost the system more money, Clear- 
ly, limiting the number of NPS 
students who must ride a school bus 
is the most sensible way to provide 
safety for the greatest number of 
students. 

These facts indicate clearly that 
Williams Schoo) should stay open 
since, if Williams is closed, over two 
hundred more NPS students will be 
exposed to the physical risks of bus- 
ing, while using school system 
money for purposes other than 
receiving a quality education

Avoid ‘either/or’ thinking 


To the Editor 

The Superintendent of Schools, 
perhaps unintentionally, has set up 
a sequence of “‘either/or”’ situations 
that create a sense of crisis and con- 
fusion 

For example , he has said we 
should save $603,000 by closing two 
elementary schools. If we don’t, 
we'll need to either 

* 1. lay off 20-plus teachers. 
reduce next year’s raises by 
over 2% 

* 3. cut 50% from the supplies 
budget, or 

* 4, greatly reduce high school 
athletics 

Each of these options sounds pret- 
ty ominous. Therefore, closing two 
schools is the best option. Right? 
Not necessarily. 

The fact is the school system has 
a shortage of money and all cost 
saving options should be considered 
carefully, one at a time. 

A combination of the options 
might be the best option. For exam- 
ple, close one school, cut a few posi- 
tions, hold the line on raises by one- 
half of one percent, cut a few cor- 
ners in supplies, athletics, etc. 

The superintendent has furthered 
the “either/or” thinking by presen- 
ting school closings in pairs. The 
pairs must be coupled before sensi- 
ble analysis can take place. If that 














were done, one school, in my view, 
would jump off the page. It is men- 
tioned in three out of the four plausi- 
ble scenarios. It’s closing results in 
the highest annual cost savings and 
the least disruption of children. 

But perhaps the committee feels 
another school is first on the list to 
be closed. Fine. They were elected, 
I wasn’t. In any event, the commit- 
tee should deal with each issue in 
turn. They have already taken a 
step in that direction by exempting 
the Countryside School from further 
consideration, 

Some may feel that another 
school should also close. Perhaps 
But if the committee intends to look 
at K-5, 6-8 options, further redistric- 
ting, and possible new revenue in 
future years, perhaps that should be 
left for another year. 

Closing two schools in one year 
will have an enourmous negative 
impact on parent morale, not to 
mention staff or student morale 
Over time, parent morale more 
than any other factor defines the 
quality of public education. 

I urge the committee to look past 
the apparent ‘‘either/or"’ 
dichotomies that have been 
presented and take it one step at a 
time

Close junior highs instead 


Open letter to Superintendent 
Strand: 

Here is a proposal which I submit- 
ted to Supt. Fink in 1981. I feel that it 
has many financial and educational 
advantages, and should be seriously 
considered before closing another 
elementary school would make it 
impossible. 

Quite simply, my proposal is for 
the city to save money by closing 
junior high schools, and going to a 
two-school system of grades K-7 and 
8-12. Thus money could be saved 
with the minimum of school- 
changing for the children. One of 
the junior highs could be left open 
for the present, to give parents a 
choice, and to continue to provide a 
three-school sysiem for a few years 
in the north part of the city, where 
the high school could not ac- 
commodate grade 8 until 1986. 

This school could then be leased 
out, with the city retaining the op- 
tion of taking it back if it is needed 
in the peak years in the future. It 
could be used then as either an 
elementary or a high school as the 
need changes. 

Although the question of a K-8, 9- 
12 system has been reviewed in the 
past, a K-7, 8-12 system has never 
been eriously considered, and 
many problems with the first 
system (such as overcrowding of 
elementaries, and lack of science 
labs for eighth graders) would not 
apply to the second system. 

When I submitted this suggestion 
to Supt. Fink, he asked Dr. Silluzio 
to look it over, and then reported to 
me that the plan would not work 
because, without Claflin, the 
elementary schools on the north 
side of the city would be overcrowd- 
ed in the peak years around 1993- 
1996. But perhaps Claflin could be 
leased out temporarily and then re- 
used. Dr, Silluzio’s second objection 
was that the high schools would be 
overcrowded ten years later, i.e. in 
2006! I believe we could take care of 
this by using the third junior high as 
a third high school, if the need 
arises in future, as suggested 
above. 

I am well aware that years of 
thought and planning have gone into 
considering various school con- 
solidations and grade reorganiza- 
tions based upon a three-school 
system, i elementary, middle, 
and high schools. However, con- 
sideration has shown that all of 
these plans have drawbacks, and 
meet with hitter opposition from 
certain segments of the public. It is 
just possible that this plan would be 
more acceptable to the public, since 
it is not forced to target any par- 
ticular community and appear to 











give preference to another. 

Surely it would not be a waste of 
time to ask the public to make the 
hard choices that the School Com- 
mittee must make, instead of listen- 
ing only to the reactions (generally 
negative) to individual proposals, 
as is now the case. Surely it would 
not be a waste of time to at least 
postpone a school-closing decision 
for a few more weeks in order to test 
the public reaction to an entirely 
different proposal. 

Letters could be sent to all 
parents of Newton school children 
asking if they would prefer a K-7, 8- 
12 school system to the present sug- 
gestion of closing two elementaries 
or one elementary and one junior 
high, with the possibility, in the 
future, of consolidating the two high 
schools. (It should be made clear 
that, in a K-7, 8-12 system, the 
younger students would be given a 
more structured environment than 
the older ones.) Whether the School 
Committee considered the matter 
further could depend entirely upon 
the response. 

Before closing, I want to point out 
that this proposal would require no 
new buildings or additions—no ar- 
chitectural reports. It would require 
no new programs, labs, or equ:p- 
ment. It would be understood that 
the seventh grade year would be us- 
ed to work on basic skills in reading, 
writing, math, history, geography, 
and science, as is done effectively in 
many schools without specialized 
rooms or lab equipment. 

Psychologically, the new plan 
would have the advantage of giving 
teenagers a unified environment 
during those years--a_ smaller 
school where they could become 
well-known and have time to build 
friendships and interests, becoming 
increasingly skilled and assuming 
leadership in various school ac- 
tivities. In this way, they could fully 
experience high school, before they 
are required to think about college 
or jobs. 

Finally, the greatest advantage of 
this system would be that it would 
lay to rest the endless controversy 
and bitterness over school closings 
which is likely to continue if con- 
solidation of junior highs or high 
schools looms on the horizon for the 
future. People object to closing a 
junior high because they don't want 
their children to go to another junior 
high in another neighborhood. They 
might not mind if the junior high 
step were omitted altogether, keep- 
ing their children in their 
neighborhood elementary and high 
schools,

Memories of Manny Carballo 


The recent death of Manny Car 
ballo, the late Secretary of Human 
Services, is a loss that will be felt 
throughout the human services 
community 

This tragic loss will be experienc 
ed in many ways, from the great 
ability he had demonstrated in his 
multi-faceted career to his compas 
ion as evidenced in his commit 
ment to those in need, eschewing 
the more lucrative avenue of 
private or corporate law 

The first occasion I had to meet 
Manny was at a reception given in 
his honor just after his appoint- 
ment, I entered the main hall to his 
words “And there will come a time 
when you call me ‘Manny Carballo, 
that S.0.B.'"' Clearly this was no or 
dinary bureaucrat 

He continued and talked of those 
served and those who serve, 
another indication that this man 
was different. After his speech, 
which was delivered extem 
poraneously and well received, I 
stood a few feet away from him and 
watched as he greeted people. He 
touched people - a hand on the 
shoulder, a pat on the arm, a brisk 
handshake 

He responded to each person as 
an individual and not as simply 
another in a long receiving line 
Then it was my turn, Discovering, 
with a sense of camaraderie, that I 
had Portugese surname, he im- 
mediately spoke in Portugese, giv 
ing me a tap on the tummy. A good 
humored chiding followed when I 
stated my lack of the language, One 
got the feeling Manny wanted to be 
there and that he looked forward to 
the Secretariat with the realism his 
experience gave him 

This past November, I received a 
letter from Manny responding to a 
petition I sent him regarding the 
future use of vacant government 
buildings in Waltham. He opened 
the letter apologizing for its tar- 
diness; but he did not excuse 
himself, which I found admirable. 

There was that same straightfor- 
ward manner I had now come to ex- 
pect. He stated he could make no 
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promises and he didn’t, He explain- 
ed that the preliminary study of va 
cant buildings hadn't been com- 
pleted. He sympathized with the 
concerns outlined in the petition 
His commitment to doing the job 
right was more than apparent 

The letter was written during the 
time of the flare-up of rehumatoid 
arthritis, complications of which led 
to his death, The letter was signed 
for him 

I saw Manny once more at the 
Governor's conference on the first 
year of the administration. He ad 
dressed the audience and the same 
intellectual force and humor wa 
there as on the first occasion I met 
him. It was obvious he was under 
great strain. He left the hall soon 
after 

During the year of Manny’s ad 
ministration of more than half of the 
state budget, human services saw 
many accomplishments. Perhaps 
the most far-reaching is the change 
the Department of Mental Health is 
experiencing under the capable 
leadership of James Callahan, a 
Manny appointee. 

During the group meeting with 
Manny almost a year ago, he advis- 
ed us that he did not belie in 
restructuring an agency for its own 
sake and if we saw that occuring 
under his administration, then we 
could be assured that there was no 
other choice. The changes at Mental 
Health testify to his perspicacity 
and bureaucratic courage 

It is a great sadness he did not live 
to see the fruits of his labor.

It’s called anorexia nervosa and, ac- 
cording to Dr. Alvin Becker, head of the 
psychiatry department at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, ‘‘scores of young 
people”’ are suffering from its ill effects. 

Striking most often females between 
the ages of 12 and 20, anorexia nervosa, 
literally “lack of appetite due to 
nerves,"’ is a baffling psychological il- 
Iness marked by an intense fear of 
obesity and a resulting disturbance of 
individual body images. 

Becker now has plans still on the 
drawing board to develop an “eating 
disord °s" clinic at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospi “There are so many anorexic 
cases aiid other similar disorders in the 
suburban areas that it would be ap- 
propriate to develop some kind of a pro- 
gram,” he said 

Nearby, at Boston Children’s Hospital 
on Longwood Avenue, Dr. Gordon 
Harper and his treatment team in the 
psychosomatic unit have developed a 
new hospital treatment approach to 
anorexia nervosa that goes beyond the 
typical, short-term, coercion-oriented 
hospital program that sometimes in- 
volves dramatic scenes of force- 
feeding 

Harper, who has devoted much of his 
life to the study of eating disorders, has 
set-up a complete series of treatment 
steps for severe anore

rehabilitation, to immediately get the 
weight back on a victim yllowed by 
family therapy (‘‘There is oftentimes 
evidence of gross failings of parenting 
at home.‘‘) and individual 
psychotherapy (‘‘patient, long-term 
work to help the victim identify her own 
hopes and fears‘) 

Medical experts say anorexia typical- 
ly afflicts female adolescents, perfec- 
tionists who are outwardly compliant 
but who contain within an irrational 
fear of growing-up and making deci- 
sions on their own. 

“Victims are usually quite intelligent 

. from high achievement-oriented 
families,’’ according to Elizabeth Hun- 
newell, a volunteer with the Anorexia 
Nervosa Aid Society of Massachusetts 

(ANAS), ‘‘Anorexics are usually 
children who like to please people but 
have a very poor self-image.” 

Everybody knows thin is in, Hun- 
newell says. The standard of beauty 
now worshipped by American society 
and Madison Avenue alike takes it form 
in exceedingly thin models who invade 
the media and reinforce common ideals 
of loveliness 

“Girls happen to feel that thin is 
beautiful and that is reinforced by 
advertising and the media,’’ Hunnewell 
said 

But the true origins of the disease re- 
main unknown, Even statistics that 
show one out of ev 0 female 
adolescents are anorexic may be un- 
naturally low because of individual 
denial and family concealment of the 
disease. Upper socioeconomic classes 
are most frequently affected and the 
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disorder is rare in non-whites and near- 
ly unknown among blacks 

Harper, who says the incidence of 
diagnosed ca on the rise, 
speculates that changes in society and 
culture, including the emphasis on 
slimness and the changing status of 
women, may be the reason 

Harper has, in many cases, taken 
parents to task for contributing to an 
anorexic victim's feeling of inadequacy 
or of attempting to subvert treatment 
plans. 

“Sometimes divorced parents plead 
to critically ill children to side with 
them in custody battles and other times 
false expectations are encouraged by 
parents,’’ Harper says, adding some 
parents need only simple instructions to 
treat the child differently and other 
times legal intervention is necessary 

“It’s important to note that the child 
has interests separate from those of the 
parents,” he said. 

Treatment teams, Harper said, often 
begin with a preconceived idea of what 
is happening between the patient and 
family. ‘There is a broader view at the 
beginning then the patient or family will 
acknowledge and at a certain point the 
agenda of the treatment team and that 
of the parents diverge,”’ he said, 

That, Harper says, is a central dilem- 
ma in hospital treatment of eating 
disorders; and, along with the 
enigmatic origins of the disease, it will 
offer challenges to the medical com- 
munity in the years ahead.

NEWTON It is still relatively early in the 
School Committee's consolidation discussions, 
yet one prediction has already come true 

The proposed rebuilding of the Hyde School is 
arising as a pivotal issue. 

Committee members are asking themselves 
and one another how they can justify building 
classrooms in the fire-damaged Hyde building 
while eliminating classrooms in other parts of 
the city 

It is clearly a sticky question. And it is not the 
only one surrounding the reconstruction 

“I, frankly, despair of ever getting that 
building rebuilt," committee member Nancy 
Mann declared. ‘Frankly, if the building had 
burned to the ground when it did burn — which I 
admit I sometimes wish it had we would not 
have rebuilt it; we would have redistricted those 
kids,” 

Anticipating the debate, Hyde parents had 
argued in their first school closing presentation 
that they should not be punished for a natural 
disaster that could have struck any school. They 
asserted that construction will be at no cost to 
the city and that they had received less than fair 
treatment in the snail's pace at which the city 
has moved in approving a reuse plan 

Those protests, however, may not be enough. 

I'm troubled by the prospect of rebuilding 
Hyde while closing other schools,’’ committee 
member James Mnookin said. “If we should 
decide to keep Hyde open, we have to get a full 
handle on the financial situation and the pro 
pects for when it will be done.’ 

Committee Chairman Leonard Gentile echoed 
Mnookin’s thoughts. 

I areal problem with adding classrooms 
to a system that does not need additional 
rooms,'’ he commented

Silbey noted the proposed 
redistricting in the event of a 
Williams closing called for the split- 
ting of Auburndale ‘‘in the middle of 
my house’ and the busing of 280 
children. She displayed a map she 
had been sent by a parent emphasiz- 
ing the bizarre, disjointed shape of 
the new Angier district. 

“Frankly, I cannot do this,” 
Silbey declared. ‘‘We all have 
separate interests, but this map is 
very problematic.” 

“All other things being equal, I 
would like to have less busing,” 
committee member James 
Mnookin said. “But unfortunately 
all other things are not equal.” 

Mnookin said he was concerned 
with financial savings, that he was 











troubled by the idea of rebuilding 
Hyde while closing other schools 
and that he wondered about the 
financial and time aspects of that 
reconstruction. He said he had not 
made a decision regarding the 
Superintendent of Schools John 
Strand’s recommendation that 
Hyde and Williams close. 

Sullivan said she also would like 
to avoid busing and called the idea 
of busing an entire neighborhood 
out of its community (as would be 
done if Williams closed) “repug- 
nant.” 

She also expressed concern about 
the Hyde project, both if the school 
stayed open and if it closed, and 
id she had not made a decision on 
Strand’s proposal. 

Mayor Theodore Mann gave no in- 
dication of how he is leaning, but 
asserted he is “‘listening’” and that 
he will vote when the time comes.

Most union heads are unanimous in their op- 
position to the policy and offer several individual 
tales of mistreatment as examples of abuse 


* A 16-year veteran of the Traffic Supervisors 
Department recently resigned in anger after she 
was visited three times in two weeks by the city 
investigators. According to union head Lorraine 
DePasquale, the woman had informed the city 
she was under strong medication for allergies 
and could not work. “She felt so lousy in the first 
place and these men harassing her was just too 
much,” she said 


* A police veteran with a child receiving 
medical treatment was forced to shuttle between 
work, home and the hospital for a period of 
several days. At one point, he was confronted at 
home after returning from the hospital by a man 
“who was out in front of his house waiting for 
him to return,” according to police union chief 
Robert Magni. ‘It’s just like surveillance, that's 
exactly what it is,’ Magni said 





* A Newton firefighter who had informed his 
superiors of a hospital date for the removal of 
impacted wisdom teeth was visited at home the 
same day while recuperating in bed from the 
surgery. “It’s bad management policy to treat 
adults like children,” says Newton Firefighter 
Union head Kevin McArdle 


* Individual complaints concerning the tactics 
used by the special investigators, including ques- 
tioning neighbors as to an employee's 
whereabouts d interrogating children, of 
suspected sick leave abusers, have come to the 
attention of Murdock Fraser, the head of City 
Hall Associates. “The city doesn’t have to resort 
to this,” Fra aid.

when he took the microphone, that he did not 
take his comments on the leadership personally 
“T admit I deal with special interest groups: the 
blind, the elderly, the poor, the homeless, 
children at risk....,"’ he commented wryly.

Lower Falls 
is quieter now 


(The following article is a brief history about 
Lower Falls prepared by assistant news editor 
Donna Lombardi. It is the second in a series of 
articles about the history of Newton's villag 
The information was taken from a guide 
prepared by the Newton Historical Commission, 
the Jackson Homestead and the Department of 
Planning and Development. The guide is 
available in the Newton Planning Department.

LOWER FALLS — Once a prosperous old 
paper mill village that depended on the energy of 
the Charles River for its life, Lower Falls has 
lost much of its identity since Route 128 cut a 
wide swath through it, destroying many rem- 
nants of its 19th century heritage 

Yet, Lower Falls boasts some of the Garden Ci- 
ty’s notable landmarks, including the city’s 
oldest standing church, its first U.S. Post Office 
located on Washington Street, and Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital 

In contrast to the nearby village of Upper 
Falls, Lower Falls bears far fewer remnants of 
its industrial years. 





The paper making industry 


Lower Falls is situated on the city’s 
southwestern border, alongside the town of 
Wellesley. The village straddles Washington 
Street and is encircled on three sides by the 
Charles River, a vital source of power for the 
village's early industries 





John Hubbard initiated industrial activity in 
Lower Falls in 1704, when he and a Watertown 
blacksmith established a dam to supply power 
for an iron works. Textile, corn and saw mills 
were later added. 


In 1790, John Ware introduced the papermak- 
ing industry. By 1816, six paper mills were shar- 
ing water power from the upper dam. 


Lower Falls workers used the centuries-old, 
hand-process for making paper. An American 
and several European inventions mechanized 
the industry in the early nineteenth century. 
Finally, a technique allowing paper to be made 
from wood pulp revolutionized the industry 


Lemuel Crehore operated paper mills 
throughout the industrial period, conducting his 
business under several different names. Among 
the products his mills manufactured were 
carpets, curtains and loom cards for Jacquard 
prints. The mill operated until 1938. It was the 
last paper manufacturing operation in Lower 
Falls. 

Solomon Curtis, another prominent mill 
owner, joined Simon Elliot of Upper Falls in 
establishing mills in Lower Falls. Allen and 
William Curtis continued their father’s business 
which produced newsprint and fine book and 
banknote paper. Their business prospered dur- 
ing the mid-1800’s when they purchased a Four- 
drinier machine allowing production of 50-foot 
rolls of paper. During its hey-day, the Curtis 
Mills typically operated 24-hou day, six- 
days-a- week 

However, cheap paper soon became abundant 
and competiton forced the Curtis Mills to close in 
1860. Eventually, almost all Lower Falls com- 
panies failed due to competition. 

The mills themselves were burned, destroyed 
or renovated for reclaiming wool 














Residential growth 


Only 10 people lived in Lower Falls up until the 
eighteenth century. As the paper industry grew, 
some 405 residents called the village home by 
early part of the nineteenth century 

Workers’ cottages were built along Concord 
and Washington Streets. Few of the houses still 
stand today as highway construction after World 
War II led to their destruction. Structures that 
have survived include the Warren-Swallow 
house at 186 Concord St. and the Cordingly house 
at 198-200 Cordingly St 

During the nineteenth century, residents 
depended upon stage coache service which pass 
ed through Lower Falls via Washington Street 
formerly called Natick Road. Nineteenth cen 
tury residents soon realized they had to keep up 
with the times in terms of modernizing their 
means of transportation. So the village approved 
construction of an addition to the Boston and 
Worcester Railroad. Called the Lower Falls 
Railroad, the extension was built in 1840. 











Landmarks 


Lower Falls boasts several firsts in the Garden 
City 

Newton’s first volunteer bucket brigade, call- 
ed the Cataract Engine Company, was formed in 
1813 to protect the paper industries of Lower 
Falls 

Newton’s oldest standing church is St. Mary's 
Episcopal Church, located at 258 Concord St 
Built in 1813, the church is listed in the National 
Registry of Historic Places 

The first United States Post Office was opened 
in 1816 on Washington Street 

The most prominent site in Lower Falls is 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital located on 
Washington Street. With help from Garden City 
women, the small nineteenth century cottage 
hospital grew to a medical center that now en- 
compasses 11 buildings and employs 1,600 peo- 
ple. 

Another conspicuous site is a gracious, nine- 
teenth century Greek Revival mansion on 
Quinobequin Road, now housing the Pillar House 
Restaurant. 

A portion of the old Ware Paper Mill stands to- 
day and is listed in the Registry of Historic 
Places. Located at 2276 Washington Street, the 
structure is utilized by a bank 

The village’s oldest structures is the Baury 
House. Built in 1755, the Georgian style mansion 
is located at 2345 Washington St. 





The future 


With most of the old mill housing destroyed by 
highway construction, little remains today to 
suggest the once bustling nature of the village of 
Lower Falls. 

Recent developments include apartment and 
office complexes, and the population has strayed 
from the banks of the river that played such a 
large role in the village’s development during 
19th century 

Carol J. Robinson, a freshman alderman from 
Lower Falls says the future of the village, as an 
entity separate from the rest of the city, looks 
bleak. Citing the closing of the Hamilton School 
in 1977 as one of several setbacks for the village, 
she commented, ‘‘We’re almost ending up with a 
resourceless community. It’s a sad situation.” 














Once a bustling mill town, Lower Falls 
lost much of its identity after highway 
construction destroyed many of its 19th 
century remnants. Yet, the village now 
boasts some of the Garden City’s most 
notable landmarks, including its oldest 
standing church, first U.S. Post Office 
and the Newton-Wellesley Hospital.

The district is bounded to the north 
by the Waltham-Watertown-Newton 
line, to the south by a line running just 
south of Crafts Street, to the west by 
Cherry Street and to the east by Thaxter 
Road.

District 13 — Nonantum 

District 13 is comprised of 1,809 
residential properties and includes most 
of Nonantum. The district's northern 
boundary runs along the Watertown- 
Newton line from Thaxter Road east to 
the Mass Pike and is bounded to the 
south by Crafts Street and the Mass 
Pike. 

The 677 single family homes here will 
increase in value by 11.3 percent, while 
the 651 two-family and 81 three-family 
homes will not increase in value at all. 


District 14— Lower Falls 

District 14, which includes most of 
Lower Falls, features a total of 349 
residential properties and is bounded to 
the west by the Charles River, to the 
southeast by Washington Street and to 
the northeast by the Riverside Green 
Line tracks. 

Colonial and garrison style single 
family homes here, of which there are 
132, face the highest increase in value 
‘wide, now worth 19.9 percent more 
than their last assessed value. The 206 
other single family homes will increase 
in value by 4.3 percent and the value of 
the district's 11 two-family homes will 
increase by 6.4 percent. 


















District 21 — Newton 
Corner and Newtonville 
District 21 includes 2,003 residential 


properties in most of Newton Corner 
and Newtonville.

It is bounded to the 
north by Homer and Gibbs Streets, 
Grant Avenue and Beacon Street, to the 
east by the Hammond Pond Parkw 
to the south by Route 9 and the Gre 
Line tracks, and to the west 
Beethoven Avenue and Evelyn Road 

The district’s 1,007 colonial and gar- 
rison style single family horr will in- 
crease 11.9 percent in value. 1,447 other 
single family homes will increase in 
value by 5.3 percent and the 482 two- 
family homes here will experience the 
highest comparable increase in value 
city-wide at 7.6 percent 











District 23 — Upper Falls 

District 23 includes 584 single family 
Upper Falls homes. It is bounded by the 
Green Line to the north, by the Charles 
River to the west, by other railroad 
tracks to the south and east and by 
Chestnut Street to the northwest 

There will be no value increase for 
any home in this district, and 
homeowners here will almost un- 
doubtedly receive a lower tax bill this 
year. 





District 31— Auburndale 

Includes 574 residential properties in 
the southern half of Auburndale and is 
bounded by the Mass Pike to the north, 
the Green Line to the southwest and 
Washington Street to the southeast. 

There will be no value increase for 
any of the 467 single family homes or 107 
two-family homes here, and 
homeowners here will almost un- 
doubtedly receive a lower tax bill this 
year. 





District 32 — Waban

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Former ambassador speaks at South

NEWTON — The topic of Robert BE. White’s ad 
dress to Newton South High School students was 
supposed to be “El Salvador: Another Viet 
nam?” 

While the former U.S ambassador to El 
Salvador did not mention Vietnam once during 
his 40-minute commentary, he provided a 
distinct perspective on the Domino Theory that 
helped spawn the war 

If Latin American nations are falling like so 
many dominoes to leftist, anti-American revolu- 
tions, White said, US policies are to blame, not 
Cuban-Soviet adventurism. 

For the outspoken White, an appointee of 
President Carter's in 1979, it is not a new theme 
He was openly critic: 's Cen- 
tral American policies while still ambassador in 
1981. 

But for most of his several hundred listeners, 
the review of events in El Salvador was brand 
new 

‘It really opened my eyes,’ said sophomore 
John Druckman 

‘I learned things I didn’t know,’’ added 
classmate Dan Proskauer. ‘But it’s not surpris- 
ing with a Republican president in office.” 

Sarah Loewenstein, the senior who introduced 
White, admitted the program may have left a 
lasting impression only upon “‘the small group of 
students”’ interested in politi 
It is, however, an e way for students to

Loewenstein said White ‘‘really reinforced my 
feelings about Reagan's foreign policy,” but was

The situation now is in stark contrast to that of 
1980, White said, after a year in which the am- 
bassador implemented Carter's policy of work- 
ing with the country's revolutionaries 

Carter recognized that the conditions for 
revolution existed without intervention by Cuba 
or the Soviet Union, he said: Decades of harsh 
military dictatorship and a desire for the same 
kind of free society enjoyed by Americans fueled 
the fire. 

“T was ordered by the President to get behind 
this change,” he recalled, to let the reformers

The policy was working, cutting the supports 
out from under the Communist, anti-American

When Reagan took office, he said, the guerillas 
numbered no more than 4,000 and controlled no 
single village in the entire country on more than 
a temporary basis 

After three years of massive political and 
military support for the rightist dictatorship, 
however, the leftist forces have grown to 12,000, 
controlling at least one-third of the country, 
White claimed 

“We must identify with cha 
America to people who regard us 
enemies,” declared White. 

‘But all this administration is offering is guns, 
guns and more guns; guns to control their hearts 
and minds.”

Redistricting debated

NEWTON — Any parents looking for 
quick relief at last Monday night's 
School Committee meeting carried out 
their search in vain 





Although the committee took a fast 
vote last week to eliminate forced 
redistricting as an option in increasing 
the populations of small schools, 
members indicated Monday night they 
will not consider “ripple-effect”’ 
redistricting as a separate issue 








This problem with redistricting is 
one that’s going to weave in and out of 
our discussion,” committee member 
Lynne Sullivan noted 

“T remember when we closed Davis, 
after we made the decision people came 
to us and we made minor changes in the 
redistricting that made it easier to ac- 
cept,” committee member Nancy Mann 
said, “We could get ourselves into a 
bind by making some grand statement 
that cuts off options,” 

Although most likely no vote will be 
taken on the subject, members gave a 
sense of where they stand on the issue 
and, at the urging of Committee Vice- 
Chairperson Katherine Jones, looked 
briefly at the pros and cons of moving 
kids out of receiver schools to ac- 
comodate other students coming in. 

This year is the first time the School 
Committee has considered secondary 
redistricting in school closings. In 
previous consolidations a school was 


Doubts raised

NEWTON — Homeowners voiced con- 
fusion, frustration and emotion regar- 
ding assessment procedures and the 
resulting tax increases they anticipate 
this year during a public hearing last 
Monday night at the Mason-Rice School. 

The meeting with residents was held 
for informational purposes by the Board 
of Assessors to clarify the process that 
will result in tax bills scheduled for 
mailing around March 30. At that time, 
homeowners will have 30 days to pay 
their bills or file for an abatement if 
they think they have been assessed un- 
fairly. 

Some residents doubted that assess- 
ment procedures are accurate, fair or 
make sense. One homeowner said his 
property, at the time of the last revalua- 
tion, was listed in the Waban district 
and is now listed in the Newton 
Highlands district. He said the redistric- 
ting results in boundary problems, 


Some members of the audience also 
said that the each assessed home was 
not thoroughly investigated and cited 
such factors as the conditions of each in- 
dividual home, the physical surroun- 
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considered feasable for closing only if 
contiguous schools could absorb the stu 
dent population without themselves go 
ing over capacity 

In an attempt to take a more broad- 
based, long-term approach to consolida- 
tion this time around, committee 
members decided to look at the 
possibility of potentially citywide 
redistricting 


“Tt sounds like a reasonably good idea 
on paper, but the divisions raised as a 
result of (dislocating) one small group 
of children to accomodate another is 
very damaging,” es declared. 

In addition, she said, the ripple-effect 
raises the issue of whether students who 
have requested to attend the school on a 
voluntary basis and children who come 
from other communities have a right to 
remain in a school when others who are 
in that actual school district are moved. 

“I’m very concerned about the effects 
of secondary redistricting and would 
like to see it minimized,’’ Jones said. 

Committee Chairman Leonard Gen- 
tile supported her statements, 

Mann, however, spoke strongly 
against the potential compromising of 
educational considerations. 

"I think everyone is in favor of 
minimum disruption as much as possi- 
ble, but I would not be in favor of 
eliminating activity rooms in a school in 
order not to move kids out,'’ Mann 
declared. ‘‘The preservation of quality 
{s more important than the individual 
sadness of one child or one family,”

Superintendent of Schools John 
Strand presented the committee with 
possible space use proposals he solicited 
from the principals of the schools that 
could face secondary redistricting 
Angier, Hyc ervas and Mason-Rice. 

The plans show the adjustments that 
would have to be made if no children 
were moved and their implications wor 
ried some committee members. 

“We may find ourselves teaching 
learning disabled kids in partitions in 
the front corridor and that bothers me," 
member Lynne Sullivan declared, “The 
worst thing I can say to kids coming 
from a consolidated school is ‘It’s a little 
bit overcrowded and you're not going to 
have as good a program as the one you 
left.’”” 

“We're closing schools to make the 
schools better,’’ committee member 
Robert Ricles agreed, “And we don't 
make them better by eliminating activi 
ty rooms and things of that nature,"" 

Member James Mnookin noted the 
committee has to “look at all things on a 
case by case basis.”’ But, he said, “I 
would certainly favor some secondary 
redistricting before I would approve an 
overcrowded situation which I felt 
would adversely affect the situation of 
the school."” 

The Newton Council of PTAs 
presented the committee with a state- 
ment urging an overall redistricting 
plan to provide stability and increase 
educational benefits. The council noted 
that gradual redistricting could be a 
way to minimize disruption.

dings and any modernization efforts 
performed at each home that would dif- 
ferentiate between the accurate assess- 
ment of the property. 

Another resident recalled that in the 
last revaluation, almost one-half of the 
assessed residents filed for an abate- 
ment due to the high assessments. He 
said that if gradual increases in proper- 
ty values had been made in the past, 
homeowners would not have to suffer 
with such radical increases now. 

A few homeowners also said the city is 
in the process of re-dressing the ine- 
quities of the last revaluation. The opi- 
nion was also expressed by a resident 
that a large problem with the assess- 
ment procedure is that the process is 
overgeneralized and not enough in- 
dividual attention is given to each situa- 
tion. 

The board’s revaluation methods and 
figures are now being reviewed by the 
state revenue department, which is ex- 
pected to certify the fiscal year 1984 
(FY 84) assessment projections in 
several weeks. 

Board member Sally Wade, who is in- 
volved with appraisal of residential pro- 
perty, presented to residents an ex- 
planation of the assessors role in deter- 
mining the mandatory 100 percent fair 
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market value. Factors include the 
number of home sales in each 
neighborhood, house size, grade and 
style. 

Wade stressed the assessment to sale 
ratio, determined by actual sales of 
residential property in neighborhoods 
as being a primary method in setting 
the fair market value. 

Neighborhoods must have had sales of 
at least 20 homes in order to produce 
valid data for assessments. If a 
neighborhood has less than 20 homes 
sold, it is combined with another area of 
the city with similar properties and then 
assessed. 

This assessment-to-sales ratio, called 
the update factor, takes the present 
assessment and divides it by the sale 
price of the property. The result is the 
percentage of the current value as 
demonstrated on the market and placed 
through the actual sale of the property. 
An increase is then made to bring the 
assessment to 100% of fair market 
value. 

Wade said that information about the 
assessment process will be included in 
the tax bills in March. He added that 
abatement procedures are available to 
taxpayers if they are dissatisfied with 
their property assessments.

Rep. DeNucci gives a state of the state address

NEWTON Joseph DeNucei (D- 
Newton) made his views plainly 
nown last week on a variety of sub- 


ects ranging from the State House 
leadership battle to his favorite in 
he ever-widening race for the 
Senate seat being vacated by Sen 
Paul Tsongas 

DeNucci, 
Ward 3 Democratic Committee 
members and other residents in 
West Newton, focussed most of his 
remarks on his major ac- 
complishments during the past 
legislative session as House chair- 
man of the human services and 
elderly affairs committee. 

The self-proclaimed ‘‘people’s 
man,’’ who has been serving the ci- 
ty on Beacon Hill since 1976, said his 
most important accomplishment 
during the last term was the 
passage of tougher child abuse 
legislation 


Called the ‘‘DeNucci Bill,”’ the 
iew law requires the Department of 
Services (DSS) to report

Lo: continued in the first part of 1983, but at 
slower pace, The first quarter saw 48 dealer- 





ships close, followed by 28 in the second quarter, 


In the third quarter, 94 new dealerships open- 


ed, followed by 24 in the fourth quarter, 


Automakers see 


strong winter market 


By Micheline Maynard 


DETROIT (UPI) Domestic 
automakers say they are in a “strong 
winter market’’ evidenced by a 32.5 per- 
cent increase in early February sales that 
came on the heels of a strong January per- 
formance. 

The six companies said Tuesday they 
sold 181,694 cars in the Feb. 1-10 period, up 
32.5 percent from 137,078 last year. The dai- 
ly selling rate of 20,188 is the best since 
23,341 cars per day were sold in 1979. 

The performance followed a 41.3 percent 
increase in sales for all of January, The 
early February figures translated to an an- 
nual rate of 8.1 million cars, up from 6.2 
million last year. 

“The first quarter is going to be better 
than anyone expected it to be,’’ said one 
analyst. 

For the year to date, sales of 765,123 cars 
are up 39,1 percent from 549,971 last year. 












The Big Three automakers alone 
reported a 32 percent sales increase for the 
first 10 days of February. Sales so far this 


year are up 38,5 percent for the top three 
companies. 

“We are in a strong winter market, and 
the spring uppick is ahead,’ said Ford 
Motor Co. Vice President Philip Benton Jr. 
“The economic factors that pulled sales up 
in the past two months will keep the 
market moving,”’ 





Ford led the top three companies with a 
65,5 percent increase in the 10-day period. 
It sold 51,166 autos compared to 30,925 last 
year. Ford sales so far in 1984 are up 55.2 
percent, 

General Motors reported its best early 
February sales in five years. GM sold

Many young miss point of Social Security 


By James J. Kelly

Many young people do not realize the role 
Social Security plays during their working lives 
and this is reflected in their attitudes toward the 
program, Social Security officials note. Polls 
generally show that young workers have less 
confidence in the future of the program and are 
less convinced of the value of the protection it 
provides than are older workers 





Although many young people know that Social 
Security also pays disability and survivors 
benefits, most still think the program is primari- 
ly a retirement plan. The fact is for many years 
Social Security has been the Nation’s primary 
means of assuring an income to families when 
the worker retires, dies, or becomes disabled 
People who don’t perceive it as such are less like- 
ly to use it effectively in planning financial 
security during their working years and in plann- 
ing for retirement, Social Security officials 
stated 





About a third of the 36 million people currently 
receiving Social Security benefits are below age 
9. They are disabled workers and their families 
and the survivors of deceased workers. Disabili- 
ty benefits to people unable to work for a year or 
more continue as long as the disability lasts. Sur- 
vivors benefits may continue for parents until 
the youngest child turns 16 and for children up to 
age 18 or 19 if they are still in school. For 
children disabled before age 22, benefits may 
continue as long as they are unable to work. 
These benefits generally amount to much more 
than the worker has paid in Social Security 
taxes, 




















Young people just started their families and 
careers often do not have either the means or the 
inclination to think about disability or “‘life’’ in- 
surance. Thus, the Social Security protection is 
especially important if tragedy strikes at this 
point. Disability or survivors benefits may be 
paid to young workers and their families after 
only 142 years of work.

These young families seriously planning their 
financial security should know how much they 
can expect from Social Security, officials sug 
gest. In general, Social Security benefits replace 
from 25 to 55 percent of a worker's prior earn 
ings. The maximum family benefit, which takes 
into account a husband or wife and minor 
children, may be as high as, 154 times the 
worker's benefit or 45 to 48 percent of a worker's 
prior earnings 


The Social Security office will help interested 
persons figure out more precisely what they may 
expect in benefits based on their level or earn: 
ings. There is a free leaflet available at any 
Social Security office which will help a worker 
project his or her future benefit 


People who think of Social Security as only a 
retirement program also tend to think that it pro- 
vides all of a person's retirement income. In 
fact, the program is to be considered a base of 
retirement income on which a person can build 
to meet his or her own life style. For this reason 
savings, investments, private pensions, and 
other types of retirement income should be con- 
sidered in planning for the future. Those types of 
income would not affect a person’s future Social 
Security benefits as might earnings after retire- 
ment. 








Although the recent public debate over the 
financial health of the Social Security system 
tended to alarm young people about whether 
Social Security would be around when they 
retire, it also had a positive effect to the extend 
that it made people more aware of what Social 
Security all about. The 1983 Social Security 
amendments strengthened the program's finan- 
cing and assured the payment of benefits into the 
future. 

To assure that young people are aware of their 
Social Security protection, the Social Security 
Administration produces various informational 
materials specifically geared to young au- 
diences. These include publications, films, 
posters, exhibits and slide-shows. Speakers are 
also available to speak to schools, youth 
organizations, and large employers.

The advantages of Direct Deposit

Most decisions are made after a person weighs 
the and cons of a course 
Sometimes the difference is wide; other times, 
narrow. The direct deposit of Social Security 
checks is in which the advantages of a 
course of action are obvious. 

Direct deposit means having the month Social 
Security check sent directly to a financial institu-

tion; a checking or savings account in a bank 
savings and loan association, or similar institu- 
tion, or to a Federal- or State rtered credit 
union 


What are the advantages of doing this? 

The first advantage is obvious: A person who 
has direct deposit doesn’t have to worry about 
having a check lost or stolen. If away from home 


on vacation or for any other reason, the person 
doesn’t have to worry about a check remaining 
in the mail box for ¢ at a time 

In addition, a person who has direct deposit 
doesn’t have to stand in line to cash or deposit a 
check since it goes directly into the person’s ac- 
count 

Anyone wishing to arrange for direct deposit 
should contact the financial institution of his or 
her choice and complete the necessary form. On- 
ly the person or those he or she authorizes can 
make withdrawals from the account. 

Moreover, people who later change their mind 
about direct deposit can arrange to have their 
checks mailed to their homes once more. People 
may also change the financial institution to 
which their checks are sent.

Reporting cash tips for 
Social Security purposes

tips in their work confuse reporting 
for income tax purposes with repor 


ting for Social Security purposes 


The Internal Revenue Service re 





quirement is simple: All tips must 
be reported as income and are sub 
ject to Federal income tax 
however; the receipt of tips is 
handled differently for Social 


Security purposes 


Cash tips must be reported by a 
worker to his or her employer if 
they amount to at least $20 in a 
month. A person who works for 
more than one employer during a 
month must report separately to 
each. If tips are shared with other 
employees, only the amount actual- 
ly received must be reported 





In addition to tips of less that $20.a 
month, other exceptions also apply 
Tips in the form of merchandise 
(such as tickets to a show) should 
not be reported, nor should the 
employee’s share of a_ service 
charge imposed on customers 
These charges will be reported as 
regular wage. 





The employer collects from each 
employee who receives tips his or 
her share of the Social Security tax 
due. This amount may be deducted 
from wages due the employee of 
from money given the employer by 





the employee for this purpose. The 
amount to be paid the employer 
depends on the amount earned 

For 1984, a worker in 
Security-covered employment pay 
an effective rate of 6.7 percent or 
earnings up to $37,800, whether 
regular wages or tips 

The report to the employer is duc 
by the 10th of the month following 
the month the tips were earned. If 
the 10th of the month falls on 
weekend or holiday, the report 
should be made by the next work 
day

A. You may use IRS form 4070 or 
you can devise your own form a 
long as it contains the same in:

Q. How does Social Security know 
to give me credit for the tips I report 
tomy employer?

Security Administration, where 
they are credited to your earning 
record. At the end of the year, your 
employer must give you a W-2 form 
which shows your wages, the tip: 
you reported, and any uncollected 
Social Security tax due on reported 
tips.

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Earnings report due, note planning aspects 


Annual earnings reports are due by April 15 
from Social Security beneficiaries who worked 
last year and earned over the annual earnings 
limits. The limits were $6,600 for people 65 and 
over and $4,920 for people under 65 

Officials stress the use of the report as a plann- 
ing aid as well as a reporting document. Examin- 
ing how close actual earnings for 1983 were to the 
estimate made last year should help in 
estimating 1984 earnings 

Beneficiaries are required to indicate how 
much money they earned last year to enable 
Social Security to determine if benefits were 
paid in the right amount 

Beneficiaries must also report how much they 
expect to earn this year. Benefits are reduced by 
$1 for each $2 in earnings over the exempt 
amount 

Failure to properly estimate the amount of 


earnings one expects is a major cause of over 
payments, officials note, If earnings are higher 
than the level estimated, a person could receive 
more benefits than he or she is entitled to = an 
overpayment. The law requires overpayments to 
be paid back to the trust funds. Most often this in 
volves reductions in future checks until the over- 
payment is repaid 

To insure that benefits paid are in the right 
amount, any change in earnings — higher or 
lower than the estimate given to Social Security 

should be reported to the Social Security Ad- 
ministration as soon as possible, Lower earnings 
than estimated could result in a higher benefit 
check. Reports may be made to any Social 
Security office 

People 70 and over all of last year do not have 
to file a report of their earnings, The earnings 
test does not apply to them 


Earnings test, quarter of coverage levels set 


Starting January 1, 1984, the amount of earn- 
ings a beneficiary may have without affecting 
his or her Social Security benefits — the earnings 
test — increases from $6,600 to $6,960 for people 65 
and over and from $4,920 to $5,160 for people 
under 65, 

The annual earnings limit measures the extent 
to which a person is retired. Earnings over the 
annual exempt amount reduce the benefit $1 for 
each $2 in excess earnings. The retirement test 
does not apply to people who are 70 or over. 

During the first year of retirement a monthly 











mits a person to start getting benefits at any 
time during the year for any month his or her

Home care is often overlooked 


nursing services and other health care services 
to patients in their own homes. 

When eligibility conditions are met, home 
health care can be covered under both hospital 
insurance and medical insurance. Medicare now 
covers unlimited home health care up to the ap 
proved charge limits. 

When home health care is covered, Med. 
can pay for part-time skilled nursing services, 
physical therapy, and speech therapy. If one of 
these services is needed, Medicare can also pro- 
vide for part-time services of an occupational 
therapist, home health aide, or medical social 
worker, as welll as for medical appliances fur- 
nished by the agency 

For more information about home health care 
under Medicare, get in touch with any Social 
Security office. 


Report changes if you get SSI checks 


You enter or leave an institution - Notify Social 
Security if you enter or leave a hospital, nursing 
home, halfway house, jail or prison, or any other 
institution. 

If you leave the U.S. for 30 days or more - You 
are not eligible for an SSI check for any full 
month you are outside the U.S. 

Your disability improves - If you get SSI 
checks because of disability or blindness, report 
if your condition improves or you start working. 

If you have any questions about SSI and what 
to report, contact any Social Security office. The 
people there will be glad to help you.

Know when to contact Social Security 


It is important for people in the Norwood area 
to know when to contact a Social Security office, 
James J. Kelly, Social Security district manager 
in Norwood, said recently. 

A person should contact Social Security 

Before getting his or her first job, because a 
Social Security number is needed to get proper 
Social Securi redit for earnings. This should 
be done at least 2 weeks before the number will 
be needed 

After a death in the family,

When someone in the family is disabled, to find 
out if disability benefits can be paid 

At retirement age - at 65 for full rate cash 
benefits, or as early a for reduced benefits. 
Sign up for Medicare 2 or 3 months before 
even if there are no retirement plans. 


The Social Securi 


Everyone who has ever worked in a job 
covered by Social Security has an individual 
lifetime earnings record on file at the Social 
Security Administration headquarters. This 
computerized record, identified by Social Securi- 
ty number rather than by name, is updated each 
year. It is this earnings record that helps deter- 
mine if a person worked long enough to be eligi- 
ble for Social Security benefits and, if so, the 
amount of the monthly payment. 

Since wages did not count for Social Security 
purposes until 1937, no earnings before that time 
are recorded. In addition, no self-employment 
earnings are credited before 1951. Basic pay 
received by persons in military service on active 
duty in 1957 or later is in the earnings record. 

On request, the Social Security Administration 
will send a person an earnings statement that 
summarizes the information contained in the 
record, 

The earnings shown on the statement include 
wages as well as income from self-employment, 
which is reported on the Federal income tax 
return filed each year. Since all earnings are 
recorded after the close of the year, there may

City bias probed

NEWTON — A city commission will investigate alleged discriminatory 
practices in the delivery of municipal services to different sections of the 
city. 

Richard Glovsky, chairman of the Human Rights Commission, said the 
investigation will involve compiling information from all segments of the 
community ‘regarding perceived discriminatory acts and practices” in 
the delivery of city services. 

The inquiry will be conducted as a follow-up to a report issued last year 
by a special mayoral commission which indicated some municipal 
workers believe there is a north-south division in Newton and that it is 
sometimes reflected in the way city services are delivered. 

“There a feeling that the South side is more politically influential 
and, as a result, receives preferred treatment with regard to city services 
and major decisions, such as school closings,’ according to the report. 

The January, 1983 report, issued by the Special Commission on Com- 
munity Affairs after a series of conferences with almost 200 city workers 
and union leaders, concluded that any elements of prejudice ‘are not now 
monumental” but could “if allowed to fester...provide the seeds of serious 
disharmony in Newton." 

Glovsky said allegations concerning discriminatory practices ‘‘were 
given a good deal of attention by the (special) commission and we thought 
it would worthwhile to determine if these perceptions can be qualified.’ 

Mayor Theodore D, Mann, who asked for the original report by the 
special commission, is especially sensitive to charges that there exists a 
north-south division in the city, according to Glovsky. ‘He has very strong 
feelings about discrimination in the city and I think he has an interest in 
seeing some type of follow-up,”’ he said.

Snoopers will keep it legal

NEWTON — Any “improper or illegal’’ tactics used 
by special investigators hired to check-up on employee 
who call in sick will not be tolerated by city manage 
ment officials, according to Mayor Theodore D. Mann. 

A number of municipal unions have filed labor com 
plaints with the state Labor Relations Comission 
alleging prohibited practices over the policy of sending 
personnel investigators to the homes of employees who 
call in sick and are assumed unable to work 

Union leaders say the tactics used by the in 
vestigators are ‘‘questionable’’ and come close to con 
stituting “harassment” in some cases. Murdock 
Fraser, the head of City Hall Associates, said he has 
received complaints accusing the investigators of ques 
tioning neighbors as to an employee's whereabouts and 
interrogating children of suspected sick leave abusers. 

Mann, who defends the city’s right to monitor sick 
leave abuse among municipal employees, said the city 
is “obligated to pursue” special leave abusers because 

we're going after the people taking advantage of the 
Newton taxpayer.’ 

But, Mann said, ‘‘any questionable tactics” used by 
the two investigators hired last August to conduct door 





to-door inquiries among presumably sick city 
employees will not be tolerated. 

If there is a better way to monitor (sick leave 
abuse), of course we'll listen to it,’ Mann said. “But 
we're going after people taking advantage of the 
Newton taxpayer. If there is an easier way to do that, 
we will listen to it.” 

Four local unions connected with the American 
Federation of State and County Municipal! Employees 
(AFSCME) have filed grievances with the state Labor 
Relations Commission, They are the Newton 
Foremen's Union (local 2443), Public Works/Sanitation 
Workers Union (local 600), City Hall Associates (local 
3092) and the Traffic Supervisors Union (local 2193) 

A preliminary investigative hearing has been set for 
Feb, 28 in Boston 

In addition, the Newton Firefighters Union and the 
Newton Police Association have filed complaints over 
the investigatory policy 

Although the Firefighters Union is still waiting for a 
hearing date to be set, the Newton Police Association 
lost their battle against the city last week when the 
labor commission dismissed their complaint alleging 
prohibited practices

Kate Lloyd 
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Sexes should revolt!

If Kate Lloyd were a man, 
she'd be raging with fury. 
Positively incensed that 
women are paid less money 
than men for equal work 
and therefore stealing jobs. 

Lloyd is not a man, but 
she is angered about in- 
justice in the working 
world. And as editor at 
large of the New York- 
based Working Woman 
Magazine, Lloyd hopes to 
stimulate both men and 
women to fight for equality 
for the sexes. 

Claiming that discrimina- 
tion against women leads to 
discrimination against men, 
her strategy is geared to ap- 
peal to a broad audience. 
“The only way men can 
fight the hiring discrimina- 
tion against them is to de- 
mand that women get equal 
pay for the same work,” the 
60-year-old editor recently 
told a group of Pine Manor 
College students in Newton. 
“Wherever I go to speak, 
sooner or later, a man will 
say to me, ‘Why are the 
women taking jobs away 
from men?’ 

“Employers are giving 
jobs to women because they 
can get loyal, trained, 
responsible workers for less 
money and if I were a man, 
I'd be mad and demand that 
women get paid equally,” 
Lloyd emphasized to her 
mostly female audience. 
“It’s unfair to both.” 

The dramatic editor 
travels around the country 
speaking about women’s 
issues. She tells women the 
only way to rectify pay 
discrimination is to con- 
vince men they have more 
to benefit than lose. 

“If men lose the services 
of wives at home and accept 
the fact that women only br- 
ing back 65 percent of their 
worth, then who suffers — 
the whole family,” explain- 
ed Lloyd, a wife, mother 
and grandmother herself. 
“Men need to be sold on the 
idea and we haven't been 
marketing it right, 

“I’m telling you all this 
because we have to change 
that and make sure the men 
in our lives understand how 
important it is to us and to 
their children,”’ 

Lloyd noted that women 
will never find time to fight 
for change if they have to 
spend most of their waking 
hours working. “Women 
work at their jobs and then 
they work at home," she 
claimed, citing surveys con- 
ducted by her magazine and 
others. “Only 18 percent of 
men living with women help 
to run their households.”

When asked how to 
change that state of affairs, 
Lloyd laughed and 
answered, ‘Marry the right 
man, I’m living it up at Pine 
Manor now, while my hus- 
band is home doing the 
dishes.”’

As a member of numerous 
boards and commissions in- 
cluding the National Com- 
mission on Working 
Women, the Advisory Board 
of the National Women's 
Political Caucus, and the 
New York Chapter of the 
United Nations, Lloyd is 
considered a noted authori- 
ty on women’s issues. Last 
year, she received the 
Headliner award from the 
national organization, 
Women in Communications, 
Inc. and the Women’s Equi- 
ty Action League honored 
her with the ‘Big WEAL** 
award. Her biography ap- 
pears in ‘Who’s Who of 
American Women’ and in 
‘Who's Who in Finance and 
Industry.’ 








But Working Woman’s 
editor in chief was not 
always involved in the 


plight of career women 

Born in Minneapolis, Min- 
nesota, Lloyd travelled to 
New York City during her 
senior year in college to look 
for a job. ‘‘No one wanted to 
hire me then because I 
couldn't type,’’ she said, 
laughing a 1e brushed a 
wisp of straight, frosted, 
hair from her face. 

Undaunted by her unsuc- 
cesful job search, Lloyd 
entered Vogue Magazine's 
Prix de Paris con and 
won a year-long writing 
position on the magazine, 
six months of which were 
spent in Paris. 

Lloyd spent the time 
writing fashion copy. Dur- 
ing the next 30 years, she 
worked her way through 
Conde Naste publications 
and ended up managing 
editor of Vogue magazine, 

Eight years ago, she 
decided to look for a job 
which would allow her to 
focus on the millions of 
women moving up and 
through the work force. ‘It 
took almost two years to 
find a job as exciting and in- 
teresting as being manag- 
ing editor of Vogue,” she 
said, “At that point, Work- 
ing Woman was shaky.” 

In the years 
Lloyd joined the magazin 
management staff, the 
publication's circulation 
grew from about 100,000 to 
635,000, 

‘The goal of our 
magazine is to support 
women and inform women 
who take their careers 
seriously,’’ the editor said, 
choosing her words careful- 
ly. “The readers of working 
woman don't want to be 
militant, they want to suc 
ceed in the company of 
men.”

Ms. Smeal said the percentage 
of women who are registered to 
vote has been increasing since 
1972 while the rate of men

claim was the case for many 
years, Ms. Smeal said 

‘The women's vote, 
significantly different from 


men’s, will be the wild card in the 
1984 presidential sweepstakes,”’ 
Ms. Smeal said. 

“President Reagan is aware of 
the gender gap but seems to have 
made a decision to go with the 
traditionalists, hoping to get 
away with it,’’ Ms. Smeal said, 
when asked if she expects gender 
gap campaign strategy to in- 
fluence the present occupant of 
the White House, if he seeks 
another term 

“He seems to be ignoring the 
changes in women’s lifestyles, In 
this administration there ap 
pears to be a stopping of im 
provements for women — a stop- 
ping of going forward and 
there appears to be a reversing 
of a trend to more opportunities 
for women. 

“I feel strongly that this 
presidential election is going to 
be crucial for women and for the 
country 

I believe during the decade of 
the ‘80s women increasingly will 
be a part of the political action 
for those reasons. We're still at 
the stage of opening doors but 
some doors are being opened and 
that is what's important.”

Court has acted in a Connecticut

I'he justices refused Tuesday to 
review a lower court decision that 


approved use of the tandem trucks 


on interstate highways, rejecting 
pleas from several states that the 
large vehicles are accidents waiting 
to happer 

The court gave its stamp of ap: 
proval to a 1982 law passed by Con- 
gress preventing states from en- 
forcing laws banning the large 
vehicles from their highways 

The law wiped out state bans on 
the truck-trailers in Connecticut, 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Pen- 
nsylvania, West Virginia, Virginia 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 


Alabama and the District of 
Columbia 

It also voided state laws limiting 
use of dual-trailer rigs in New York, 
Georgia, Mississippi, North Dakota, 


Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, Il- 


linois, Missouri, Louisiana, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland and Florida 
In other action Tuesday, the 
court 
Rejected the National En 


quirer’s challenge to a $800,000 libel 
verdict won by comedian Carole 
Burnett for an article that said she 


was drunk and unruly in a 
Washington restaurant. She still

New England reacts 


Connecticut officials, who the na- 
tion’s highest court said could not 
ban tandem-trailers from its in- 
terstate highways, joined Maine 
authorities saying they would seek 
partial restrictions on the big rigs. 


Officials in Masachusetts, where 
the tandems were restricted to the 
tate turnpike outside of Boston, 


aid they were weighing what ac- 
tion to take, while Rhode Island of- 
ficials said the Supreme Court deci- 
ion Tuesday would have little ef- 
fect on the Ocean State. 

The high court decision Tuesday 
upheld a lower court ruling over- 
turning Connecticut's total ban on 
tandems from its interstate 
highways. The justices rebuffed the 
state’s arguments that the trucks 
are a safety hazard for automobile 
drivers. Connecticut's ban was hur- 
riedly adopted last April after 
federal legislation opened high Ss 
nationwide to the double trailer: 

Trucking industry officials 
defended the safety of the big rig: 











and said they would oppose state ef- 
impose 


forts to tandem travel 


restrictions. 

Although striking down the 
overall ban, the court rulings have 
left intact a provision of the state 
law that requires truckers to have a 
special license to operate a tandem 
in Connecticut. 

Connecticut Attorney General 
Joseph I. Lieberman, who argued 
for the state the double trailers are 
unsafe, said the state might con- 
sider additional regulation of the 
rigs, such as limiting the hours they 
can travel on highways. 

“While the court has said it is con- 
stitutional, I don’t think one can 
draw the conclusion it is a good 
law,” Lieberman said. 

John E. Blasko, executive vice 
president of the Motor Transport 
Association of Connecticut, said 
court's ruling would have limited ef- 
fect because only a small number of 
trucking firms use double trailers.

Connecticut's arguments were 
upported by the Council of State 
Governments, the National League 
of Cities and several other 
municipal groups, which argued 
that “regulation of highway safety, 
ncluding the use of roads by trucks, 
is a long-standing function of state 
governments.” 

In opposition, the federal govern- 
ment argued that ‘‘interstate truck- 
ing over federal-aid highways is the 
lifeblood of the nation’s commerce 
and the substantial burdens impos 
ed on commerce by nonuniform 
regulation of truck size’ 
unacceptable.

State sends confidential advisory 


City, police are urged to resume talks

NEWTON — State mediators 
have urged city management of- 
ficials and police union negotiators 
to return to the bargaining table and 
resume stalled contract talks. 

The Joint Labor Management 
Commission (JLMC) also issued 
last week a confidential written ad- 
visory to both sides in the negotia- 
tions. 

Although both union and city of- 
ficials declined to comment on the 
contents of the five-page written 
report, a reliable source close to the 
bargaining process said the report 
contained six different recommen: 
dations on items that are still under 
negotiation. 

The union has been without a con- 
tract for almost two years and 
although a number of issues have 
yet to be resolved, the major 
sticking-point has centered about 


the city’s insistence on a light duty 
clause that would require officers 
injured on-the-job to perform small 
departmental chores if their 
disabilities will allow it, 

Union officials maintain that a 
light duty clause is in violation of 
state law allowing police officers in- 
jured while at work to receive full 
pay for the duration of their 
disabilites. 

According to the source, who re- 
quested anonymity, the state 
mediators declined to issue a 
recommendation concerning a 
light-duty clause but did take the ci- 
ty to task for not presenting any 
“data on the possible savings of 
such a proposal."’ 

“The city’s proposal is a complex 
one with widespread ramifications 
in a very controversial area, While 
the city’s rationale was cost-saving, 

-the city has not presented data on 
the possible savings of such a pro- 
posal,’’ the source said, quoting 








Seniors offered help 
in finding employment 


NEWTON ESP, the Elder 
Employment Service Program, has 
been in operation since November, 
placing people aged 6¢ and over in 
full and part-time work.

A united effort 


With concern for the plight of the city’s 
villages growing, and _ neighborhood 
organizations working diligently to stem 
the tide of school closings and commercial 
development that threaten to obliterate 
their villages’ unique characters, it seems 
time to advocate the creation of a citywide 
council of neighborhood organizations. 

City officials have evidenced their con- 
cern for the future of the villages by their 
attempts to fund a study that would define 
their distinguishing characteristics and 
outline a way to preserve them in the face 
of growing development pressures. 

State funding of the proposed $75,000 
study appears to have fallen through, and 
the city is searching its coffers for funds 
for a limited version; but the fact is, the ci- 
ty has its hands full determining its own 
destiny. 

It would be ill-advised for those 
residents who treasure their village 
heritage to leave its preservation up to the 
city. 

The advantages of a citywide council of 
neighborhood organizations are many. 
Right now, these groups often duplicate 
each other’s efforts in matters of main- 
taining the residential/commercial 
balance and scrambling for their fair 
share of city services. Duplication of effort 
could be avoided given the coordination 
that would come from the groups’ meeting 
together on a regular basis to discuss their 
problems. Council members might realize 
the small fires they are trying to put out in 
their own neighborhoods are part of a 
citywide conflagration and gear 
themselves up to take appropriate 
measures. 

Under the present, atomized setup, these 
groups often negate each other’s efforts in 
matters of school closings, allocating low- 
income housing and redistricting for 
revaluation purposes. Meeting together, 
on a regular basis, they could identify their 
problems, prioritize possible solutions and 
present a united front to the city govern- 
ment which is supposed to be addressing 
their needs. 

A council of neighborhood organizations 
could also facilitate the flow of information 
between the villages and City Hall. 
Aldermen have already complimented 
some neighborhood groups for the 
assistance they have lent in gathering in- 
formation about village concerns. That 
assistance could only be enhanced with in- 
creased organization. 

The neighborhood organizations that 
already exist in the city are to be praised 
for the efforts they have made to preserve 
what is possibly the most important, 
distinguishing characteristic of the 
Garden City, its unique village character. 

Waltham, which often lags behind the 
pioneers from its neighbor city, has had a 
council of neighborhood organizations 
(WCONA) for years. Its leaders will testify 
as to its effectiveness, and they have pro- 
mised they will help ‘anyone, anywhere” 
organize a citywide council. 

It will not be easy. If it were, a council 
might have come together long before this. 
It will come into being the same way the 
neighborhood associations did: one person 
will take the bit into his or her teeth and 
run with it until the course is completed. 
Someone will take the project personally 
and make sure that it is carried through.

A few days back the author of the above 
political cartoon called to ask how to spell 

revaluation. He was provided that informa- 
tion (how could we forget it?) and asked why he 
had asked. Because, he said, there was no such 
word in his dictionary 

So we looked in ours — both of them, the 
maller, use-as-you-write Webster’s Seventh 
Collegiate, and the monster, 30 pound Webster’s 
Unabridged — and checked it out. There is no 
such word 

What a relief! All that concern about revalua- 
tion of residential and commercial properties, 
all that despair over elderly and other folks not 
being able to pay suddenly increased taxes and 
maybe losing their homes, all the worry about 
what the new “revaluation” may do to increase 
property values and taxes and impose a further 
burden on homeowners — all imaginary. 

There is no such word and, by logical ex- 
trapolation, no such thing as revaluation, Thank 
heavens. 

A little nagging worm of anxiety still works 
however, in our brain. It is the purpose of this 
discourse to hook and lay to rest that worm and 
to provide comfort and security to all those who 
still are tempted to worry about that non-word 

In the first place, understand that these days 
the word has far outstripped the deed in im- 
portance. Autocrats set terrible works afoot 
couched in the most benign terms (‘‘Peacekeep- 
ing Force’’, “‘Rescue Mission‘'). Instruments of 
destruction beyond the wildest dreams of Atilla, 

useful” only in first strike capability, are called 
‘Peacekeepers’. What used to be called the War 
Department is now labelled the Defense Depart- 
ment, and so on 

In a time of increasing discontent with the 
methods of government, its manners, what it 
says, how it appears — are increasingly used to 
comfort an uneasy citizenry. We take this ap- 
proach to be useful and beneficial; for, while it 
may skirt the realities of armageddon, it pro- 
vides an effective analgesic for common worry 
New verbiage, new coinage comforts us all and 
allows us indulgence in our separate, private 
lives, unrestricted by public concerns. 

Do not be alarmed by such ‘‘newspeak'' 
Change of all kinds is ineluctable, and changes in 
written and spoken communication are simply a 
part of the natural process, If you are at first ir-

ritated by what seems to be supersaturated 
polysyllabic obfuscation, you should comfort 
yourself in the knowledge that such persiflage is, 
ultimately, soothing, protective of your human 
spirit 

Take the basic Anglo-Saxon word death. In 
this, its most common form, the word is harsh, 
abrupt, strong as a poleax across the neck or a 
stiff left hook to the breadbasket. But lean it out 
with a few more syllables, soften it by protrac- 
tion: sooth, smooth it with abstraction and it 
changes to “terminal interruption", or ‘‘condi- 
tion of cessation,” or etc 

You must understand that this kind of 
language-softening is good for you. Plain talk 
has its place, perhaps, but it will never provide 
the sense of ease - of a kind of dim, floating well- 
being - afforded by a lovely flow of nonsense. 
Yield to it; when that stark and sudden death 
comes for you, you may have been so properly, 
linguistically lulled as actually to enjoy it. 

The history of a changed, mutated, and secret 
language is as old as history itself, probably first 
devised by ancient divines who needed a special 
and fraternal rebus to keep their ordinary 
disciples mystified. Now the concept of a 
restricted language, known only to the inner cir- 
cle of an initiated few, has passed into one 

profession”’ after another. Doctors speak their 
own peculiar tongue (And write it too. Who but a 
pharmacist can discern meaning from a physi- 
cian’s written order? ), as do lawyers. 

The infection has spread, over the years, to 
engineers, sociologists, educators, etc., each 
group protecting its sacrosanctity, not with the 
secret handshake and mysterious badge, but 
with the special language, impenetrable to out- 
siders 

It comes as no surprise, then, that another

bureaucrats” (a term derived from an Old 





French word meaning ‘cloth covering” - make 
of that what you will), has eagerly ventured into 
the realm of codification of language, and has 
pursued the warping and twisting of the common 
tongue to an ultimate state of perfection — one 
whereat nobody can understand at all what 
they're pretending to talk about 

You know that bureaucracy exists at every 
level - from the broadest possible international 
and national organization right down to the ci- 
ty/town grouping. You also know that it 
organizes (or tries to arrange) public statement 
to make it most palatable and tasty; so that its 
constituency — all of us out here — will swallow 
all kinds of nonsense and think it have been well 
fed 

At the local level - where that seeming problem 
of revaluation affects us - ‘‘newspeak”’ is for- 
mally and highly used. We quote a few examples 
not invented by us (although we’ll understand if 
you think we made them up, unlikely as they 
are), but part of official city documentation: 

* physical neighborhoods (these are apparent- 
ly different from metaphysical, or imaginary 
neighborhoods) 

* trending coefficients (no comment) 

* equity problems (in plainer language, I 
guess, ‘‘unfairness‘') 

* clean sales base 

* minimum residential factor 

We suggest that these terminologies are of con- 
siderable comfort to the taxpayers at whose cir- 
cumstances they are directed. They have to 
them a certain ring, a melody, a kind of soporific 
lullaby. We should be grateful for their creation. 
We should appreciate them whether they mean 
anything or not, for they evidence the rhythmic 
heartbeat of the bureaucrats who take care of us 
and give us peace. 

Do not think that you might attempt participa- 
tion in this grand scheme of local government 
which tells us how valuable our houses and shops 
are, for such participation requires effort better 
spent in front of the TV set or playing Bingo. Let 
the lawmakers and wordsmiths alone. They 
know what they're up to. You don't 

And remember: as far as revaluation goes, 
there is no such thing. Don't take part, because 
there is no process. Remember Mr. Orwell's 
words: “'.,.political speech and writing are large- 
ly the defense of the indefensible." Do not attack 
the indefensible

A host of reasons for keeping Hyde open

In its discussions, the School Committee 
not done well in trying to articulate reasons for 
repairing classrooms at Hyde while closing two 
schools elsewhere in the city, I believe there are 
many reasons which would justify thi 
although I do admit that it is the sum of the 
reasons which provides the justification rather 
than any one reason itself 

MONEY; The whole purpose of the school clo: 
ing exercise is to save the school system money 
To pick a plan which provides less money saved 
while at the time bringing so many 
negative features with it, would be fiscally ir 
responsible of the committee. Your goal should 
be to select a plan which saves a reasonable 
amount of money and produces the minimum of 
adverse The Hyde-Williams closing 
does not meet this criterion 

The money needed at Hyde is for repair, 
the construction of brand new classrooms. You 
have made it a policy that repairs per se are not 
justification for closing schools. You have made 
a commitment of over $700,000 to repair the 
Countryside school (more than 40 percent higher 
than the insurance settlement). If you can justify 

using taxpayers’ money for this, you can justify 
using an insurance settlement for repairs 

My taxpayer dollars support the repairs of 
school buildings in other parts of the city; we at 
Hyde are merely asking to have an equal chance 
at city controlled resources, You have even 
repaired fire damaged classrooms at Brown 
while closing Warren Jr, High School. Hyde does 
not present any different situation 

The various tables presented in the superinten: 
dent's report would not be changed by one dollar 
if the mixed use plan required $508,000 of city 
taxpayers’ money instead, But the money is not 
coming from the taxpayers, and we seem to 
forget that as we look at the numbers. There is a

SCHOOL BUILDINGS: The School Committee 
has voted three times since the fire to support the 
continued use of Hyde as a school. On the basis of 
these votes the community and city departments 
have put in a tremendous amount of time to im- 
plement a reuse plan that makes sense, You 
have letters from the Chairman of the Planning 
and Development Board which support this plan. 
The aldermen have supported this plan. You will 
dest the willingness of community groups to 
volunteer time on projects like this, if you back 
out at the last minute 

Concern has been expressed that there might 
be overruns or that the building has deteriorated 
so much that pulling off the plan will be more ex- 
pensive than planned. There are other sources of 
money, other than taxes, that will cover any like- 
ly overrun. 

The city and the School Committee have to 
take some of the blame for the long reuse ap- 
proval process. If the committee had taken a 
stronger stand last April, the plan would have 
been moving forward. If the committee had told 
Dr. Strand that only the rebuilt Hyde should be 
considered as a candidate for closing, since com- 
mitments had already been made, the plan 
would have moved forward. 

If the city had taken some initiative to protect 
the building during the three years since the fire, 
we wouldn't be concerned about extra costs. Why 
punish a community because your proc our 
decisions have made the reuse project more ex- 
pensive or difficult? Frankly, I’m surprised the 
costs are so low, given inflation 

Any plan for reuse has risks in it, but there is 
one way to insure that it won't happen and that is 
to back out before trying.

that will make the city more accessible to the 
handicapped by changing the attitudes and 
values of its students, teachers, and parents.

If you close, Hyde then you will take action to 
make true the statement, ‘‘We would have been 
better off if the school had burned to the 
ground,” If you keep Hyde open you will create a 
facility that will make that statement false. The 
city will be better off after the fire with the mix 
ed use plan 

REDISTRICTING ISSUES The Hyde 
Williams Option: This plan is currently based on 
two absolutely ludicrously shaped districts. The 
Angier district will stretch from Washington 
Street almost to Rte. 9. How big is this district 
Do you really expect children to form friendship 
all through the district? Add the fact that a hunk 
of the kids will be bused home directly after 

chool, and this makes this plan undesirable for 
the Angier district 

The Oak Hill district boggles the mind, To 
create a district that looks like ‘East and West 
Pakistan” cannot find any justification in a city 
that prides itself on neighborhood schools. Over 
a third of the students will be bused back and 
forth, all from ‘West Pakistan‘. There is no way 
that the families in ‘“‘West Pakistan’ will ever 
feel that the school in ‘‘East Pakistan” is their 
neighborhood school. The school is so far away 
and so dangerous a walk, that children will find it 
exceedingly difficult to form friendships and 
playgroups across the abyss 

Given the fact that these district boundaries 
are so problematic; given the fact that this plan 
saves the smallest amount annually; given the 
amount of busing involved and its expense 
given that all the other plans are better on all of 
these issues means there is no justification for 
settling on the Hyde-Williams combination for 
closing 

Hyde-Oak Hill: The biggest problems with this 
plan involve secondary redistricting and insur- 
ing an adequate amount of classroom space for 
the future. The original superintendent's report 
was based on one very important assumption 
that children could be redistricted around the ci- 
ty in a ripple effect to fill up empty classrooms 
wherever they might be. 

The School Committee has rejected this notion 
ise you have done that, your decision must 
take into account the need for classrooms in the 
area encompassed by the closed school and its 
feeder schools. You should not make your deci- 
sion without knowing what the projections for the 
number of needed classrooms are in each 
cluster. 

The key here is the cluster of Angier-Zervas- 
Mason Rice-Hyde. In three of the plans you con- 
sider closing either Zervas or Hyde. You must 
calculate how many classrooms are needed in 
this area, now and in the future. From informa- 
tion given in the report we know that Angier, 
Mason Rice and Hyde districts are projected to 
grow, The repaired Hyde complex will have 
more classrooms than Zervas. In the first year 
after a closing, both Hyde and Zervas will be 
crowded. The Zervas situation will last forever 
and even get worse. The Hyde situation will im- 
prove when the repair work is complete. 

This is, in fact, the best answer about repairing 
classrooms at Hyde while closing other schools: 
Since we don’t want to get involved in ripple e: 
fect redistricting, the size of the school popula- 
tion in this area requires the additional 
classrooms provided by keeping Hyde open. 

Summary: In the long run, you will make a 
better decision which will minimize the need for 
overcrowding, compromise on educational pro- 
grams, and secondary redistricting now and in 
the future, if you choose to keep Hyde open. You 
will also save the necessary money while 
avoiding the creation of ludicrous district boun- 
daries

Newton, Quinn points out, was at the forefront of bringing women on the 
force in Massachusetts. In the early 1970s, the department had hired two 
women — now Sgts. Patricia Whalen and Marilyn Connell — but they were 
designated as policewomen and had different duties from the men. When 
the federal government offered vanguard communities grants to hire 
women as officers with all the rights and responsibilities as the men, the ci- 
ty jumped at the offer. 

There were a lot of objections to accepting that grant,’’ Quinn said 

People claimed that women wouldn't have the strength, they wouldn't be 
able to shoot, they wouldn't be able to protect other officers and they'd 
start sleeping with the men. The Police Wives’ Association was pretty 
upset about the whole idea 

Magni contends that the union's objections were rooted in the instinct for 
self-preservation held by many of the members. “The problem is, we were 
mostly a veteran-type force,” he explained, “We had Korean vets, World 
War II vets and Vietnam vets. A lot of guys were afraid that opening up the 
force to women would take jobs away from the veterans 

At the same time they were talking about bringing women on they were 

also talking about eliminating the residency requirement,” he continued 

All of a sudden, it seemed as if Newton male veterans would be closed 
out.”” 

Glenn added that some of the women who felt threatened by the idea that 
women officers would be riding around in cruisers with their husbands 
were probably expressing genuine insecurities about their marriages. 





While the concerns all around were heartfelt, Glenn and Magni agreed 
that they are largely fears of the past. The women are part of the wood- 
work now. “Now,”’ said Glenn, “‘I socialize with some ‘of the wives who 
were originally opposed to bringing women on the fore 

Glenn added that there are some personality differences between male 
and female officers, but they are not substantially different from some of 
he clashes between officers of the same gender, 

The women were brought on as equals and treated as equals, she said, 
and it was only a matter of time before they proved themselves and were 
accepted. 

The city was very careful not to give us preferential treatment. We 
received the same training and had to do the same walking beats as the 
fellows,”’ she said, adding that being a woman has not impaired her ability 
to make arrests and quell disturbances. 

I've never really had a problem with that. That could have something to 
do with my size,” said the 5-foot-9 officer. only had to use force 
maybe a half a dozen times since I’ve been here. If I get myself in a posi- 
tion where somebody tries to take a swing at me, maybe that’s an indica- 
tion that I haven't handled the situation well.”” 

Glenn adds that any officer, male or female, is urged to call for backup 
help before facing a potentially violent situation. ‘If I call for backup 
roops, they don’t ask me why. I just know they'll be landing in a couple of 
minutes." 

And now the ‘‘troops”' in the union have returned the favor by giving Lyn-

It's probably the most critical issue for inmates," she says. “It's a 
iramatically different issue here than it is at mens’ facilities. Men usually 
are not the primary caretakers. You take away the mother and that’s a big 
problem 

Murphy says arrangements for child care are made before a mother 
begins her prison sentence. Usually, the woman's relatives take the 
youngsters. Others are placed in temporary homes. 

Easing the situation somewhat are volunteers from Aid to Incarce 
Mothers, commonly called AIM. Its volunteers act as surrogate pa 
taking children to visit their incarcarated mothers or talking with teachers 
if the child is having problems in school 

During their visits, children and mothers may meet inside the new 
Parenting Center, a homey room filled with childrens’ books and com- 
fortable furniture. 

“If a mother has an 11-year-old daughter and wants to talk to her about 
growing up, it’s not conducive in the visiting room. The parenting room of- 
fers them semi-private time with their children,’ says Murphy, who is 
married but has no children 

Speaking of another problem common to female inmates - self- 
destructive behavior - Murphy says that, while male prisoners are more 
likely to lash out against others, female prisoners tend to inflict wounds 
upon themselves and attempt suicide. Most self-mutilation, she says, is a 
ery for help. 

“We can help, but there are those who totally deny their problems and 
refuse to get counseling,’’ Murphy explains. ‘‘She needs to make that deci- 
sion herself.” 

irough The Women’s Learning Center, prisoners are also offered pro- 
grams in parenting techniques, consumerism and economic isuses, pre- 
natal and post-natal care and alcohol and drug abuse counseling. 

Murphy greets many of the prisoners by name as she strolls through the 
105-year-old facility. The prison’s chief administrator says she tries to 
make the rounds once a day, to show inmates she is ‘ac able.’ Murphy 
'S meeting with individual prisoners is sometimes necessary, citing, for 
example, that the battered womens’ program grew out of a private 
meeting 

The women, most of whom wear jeans and sweatshirts, walk casually 
through the medium-security prison. All inmates must work at 
maintenance jobs several hours a day, but are allowed to roam freely 
through authorized areas during their ‘off’ time.

HOUSTON (UPI) World oil prices 
would increase dramatically if Iran follows 
through on its threat to blockade the Strait 
of Hormuz, industry experts predicted 
Tuesday 

However, a state department official in- 
dicated doubt about Iran’s ability to carry 
out such a blockade. James A. Placke, 
deputy assistant secretary of state for 
Near Eastern and South Asian affairs, also 
repeated President Reagan's vow to keep 
the strait open. 

The Strait of Hormuz is the narrow Per- 
sian Gulf outlet through which more than 
8.8 million b: els of crude oil a day 
about 20 percent of the West's oil is 
transported, That includes about 2 million 
barrels exported by Iran 
about its closing was was kindl- 
's renewed threat to blockade the 
rait in retaliation for any Iraqi strikes 
inst its oil fields 

“Tf they (the Iranians) were able to con- 
tain it for any period of time, there would 
be an effect. There would probably be a 
shortfall of 3 to 3.5 million barrels a day,"” 
said Placke. “But the question is could 
they in fact block the strait and how long 
could they contain it. I think there is a 
serious question on both counts of how ef- 
fectively they could do that,’’ Placks said. 

Placke was one of several guest sy 
at a two-day conference on the outlook for 
crude oil supply and prices sponsored by 
the New York-based Energy Bureau Inc. 

‘It is rot in Iran's interest to close the 
strait as long as it can continue to sell cil,” 
Placke told the audience of oil experts. 

When asked how the administration 
might respond to a blockade of the straight 
of Hormuz, Placke said: ‘We've maintain- 
ed a substantial carrier task force in the In- 
dian Ocean and that task force has the 
ry capability to do what the Presi- 
dent has said we'll do and that is keep the 
straight open.” 

R.S. Toohey, general manager of plann- 
ing for Gulf Oil Products Co, said industry 
experts have said a disruption in the flow of

NEWTON The Graphic has 
received numerous phone calls 
from parents in each of the four 
schools now being considered for 
closing by the School Committee 
asking for more coverage of their 
schools 

Although we have published 
every letter we have received as 
quickly as we can, it is not possible 
or helpful for us to print every argu- 
ment presented during the School 
Committee's public hearings on the 
subject, particularly as many are 
presented numerous times, framed 
in slightly different ways. 

In an effort to answer the con- 
cerns of those who have contacted 
us, however, we asked the PTA 
president(s) of each of the four 
schools concerned to outline what 
they consider to be the most impor- 
tant reasons for keeping their par- 
ticular school open. 

The four are listed in alphabetical 
order 








Hyde School

* Large size of school and student 
population Two choices are 
available in the event of a Hyde 
closing: either the students must be

* Mixed-use plan: The proposed 
mixed-use plan for handicapped 
housing and classroom space would 
show the city’s real commitment to 
an “understanding handicaps” 
situation. 
* Neighborhood center: Keeping the 
Hyde school open preserves an im- 
portant center to the community 
and the business district.

* Diversity and special programs 
Oak Hill houses a special needs 
class, two EdCo pre-school classes 
and a large bilingual program. The 
size of the bilingual program has in- 
creased over 100 percent in three 
years, Oak Hill has the: largest 
METCO enrollment of the four 
elementary schools being con- 
sidered, These programs have 
created a great diversity and they 
function very well at Oak Hill 
Although the programs can be mov- 
ed, special needs children do not 
adapt to change as easily as regular 
children do and a long time is need- 
ed for staff and other students to 
become comfortable with the pro- 
grams. Questions have been raised 
as to the amount of disruption and 
educational loss that will occur, 

* Brown/Oak Hill proximity: The 
proximity of Oak Hill to Brown 
Junior High School allows for the 
sharing of staff and resources. As 
the school budget becomes tighter 
in future years, the need for such 
sharing will increase. A six-month 
transition class for special needs 
children is currently in operation, 
Those students spend part of each 
day at each schools, gradually in- 
creasing the amount of time spent 
at Brown. The children are able to 
walk across street from Oak Hill to 
the junior high school, an arrange- 
ment that would not be possible in 
any other elementary school. 

* Overcrowding: Closing Oak Hill 
would remove the largest school 
from the south side, which could 
jam up that side of the city in future 
years, reducing educational quali- 
ty. If the Oak Hill population is 
divided just between Memorial- 
Spaulding and Countryside, several 
classes would immediately have at 
least 28 students. Countryside has 
already put in a request for one 
teacher over the level proposed for 
an Oak Hill closing. Both schools 
are may reach 100 percent capacity 
in five to ten years.

Auburndale; Ellen and 
Bazer, PTA co-presidents: 
* The fiscal issue: Financial con- 
cerns were the initial reason for 
considering school consolidations. 
Closing Williams would realize the 
least financial benefit for the city on 
both a short-term and a long-term 
basis. The school system is already 
facing difficult financial times, as 
exemplified by the 15 percent freeze 
on school budgets now in effect. 
Reducing those funds further is not 
fair to children in other schools. 

« Busing: Closing Williams would 
require the busing of the entire stu- 
dent population, with a first-year, 
non-educational cost of $36,000. The 
potential escalation of that cost in 
future years is unknown. Busing 
provides administrative problems.

The geographical nature of Auburn- 
dale means that children will be 
taken out of the neighborhood and 
will never again have a 
neighborhood school.

NEWTON — Shy and elusive, a small herd 
of cud-chewing, American white-tailed deer 
are heroically resisting the sights and sounds 
of typically human commerce speeding 
cars, noisy commuter trains and the stares of 
their Chestnut Hill neighbors — in the six-acre 
enclosed reservation where they live and 
breed 

The white-tailed animals, also known as 
Virginia deer and common throughout the 
woodland areas of eastern North America, 
browse in the glades, bushes and thickets of 
the Newton Webster Reservation, almost 
directly across from the shopping mall at 
Chestnut Hill. 

Seemingly oblivious to the bustling traffic 
on Hammond Pond Parkway and the clanking 
Green Line railway trains of the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
(MBTA), the tawny-colored deer are 
nonetheless exceedingly shy of human con- 
tact. 

At first approach, the deer, apparently sen- 



















sing danger, hold their long, bushy, con- 
spiculously white tails down and steal away 
silently, stop momentarily and then break in- 
to a bounding run, their tails suddenly stan- 
ding on end and waving from side-to-side as if 
mockingly bidding adieu to their disappointed 
voyeurs 

“Maybe we'll get a good look at them next 
time they swing around,” one observer says 
to another. A cold stare and then the retort 
‘Yeah, maybe. If and when they swing 
around.” The vigil continues. 


The reservation, part of a larger, protected 
110-acre area purchased by the city in 1968 
from a now-deceased resident with the help of 
state and federal funds, was set aside as con- 
servation land in 1970. It is now the domain of 
the white-tailed deer and they seem to resent 
human encroachment — and who can blame 
them?

While the deer traditionally

twigs, leaves and sprouts of bushes and trees 
the city takes no chances when it comes to the 
care of the animals, especially during the 
winter season, and graciously puts out ground 
feed for them at its expense 


From time to time, local schoolchildren are 
spared the rigors of class assignments for 
field trips to the reservation, squealing in 
delight when they can catch the silhouette of a 
wild deer in the shadow of a sunny glade or 
perhaps when it pokes along from tree to tree. 

‘School classes sometimes go there and the 
kids love it,” Heyn says. 


The deer are about three-and-a-half feet tall 
and look as if they weigh between 150 and 200 
pounds, all sinewy muscle and graceful move- 
ment. Although those that were spotted by 
some very patient observers were antlerless, 
encyclopedic references say deer usually sh- 
ed their distinguishing characteristic in mid 
winter and are regrown in the early spring 
and summer. It is usually the male deer, or 
stag, that grow the antlers and they use them 
toimpress tiirting females. 
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Straw vote budget tops mayor's request

NEWTON — In a straw vote 
Saturday afternoon, the School 
Committee approved a_ school 
budget for fiscal year 1985 that is 
almost $700,000 over the ceiling set 
earlier by Mayor Theodore Mann. 

The $41,062,728 bottom line is 
$30,793 below the budget submitted 
to the committee in January by 
Superintendent of Schools John 
Strand, but still exceeds the 
mayor’s cap by $690,791, 

The present budget includes a 
lump sum reduction of $603,000 for 
the planned closing of two elemen- 
tary schools. The actual savings 
will be figured and the budget am- 
mended where necessary after the 
committee takes its final closing 
vote next week. 

Committee Chairman Leonard 


Gentile and member Susan Silbey 
said they felt it important to present 
the mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen with a budget that does 
not include cuts affecting the quali- 
ty of education in Newton. 

Once the budget has been set ac- 
cording to that educational stan- 
dard, the potential additional cuts 
can be examined, Gentile said. 

The mayor said earlier his 
roughly $40,000,000 ceiling assumed 
a tax increase of 242 percent, the 
maximum rate allowed under Pro- 
position 242. 

He also asked the committee to 
prepare a second budget plan with a 
cap of $39,234,735, which would 
assume no tax increase and indicate 
the effects of a zero increase on 
education in Newton. 

The School Committee will and 
will take its final budget vote on 
March 12. 
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In addition to the budget bottom 
line of over $41 million, the commit- 
tee voted to add a separate line of 
$132,414 for private school tr; 
tation, a mandated servic 
down last year by the x Deci- 
sion and then reinstated this 
academic year by the state 
legislature. 

The city is considering a legal 
challenge to the statute and must 
decide whether or not to continue 
with plans to begin the mandated 
service on March 16. 








The budget figure accepted in the 
straw vote represents several addi- 
tions and reductions made by the 
committee during its special 
meeting Saturday. 

The additions consisted of $27,900 
to the special education teacher 
aide account to place three extra 
positions in escrow, $27,500 to the

Costs of redistricting 


We wish to reply to the letter from Ann Gran- 
tham of the League of Women Voters. The 
League of Women Voters has a long and 
distinguished record of community service. We 
have been especially impressed with the 
rigorous anal applied to the important na- 
tional and international issues of the day. 

Indeed we are all indebted to the League doing 
the hard work that makes it possible for us to be 
informed citizens and voters, So it is with dif- 
ficulty that we write this letter. 

Itis hard for us to understand how anyone can 
“applaud the recommendation...to close two 
elementary schoo! No one disputes that two 
schools must be closed; this has not been the 
focus of recent public meetings and hearings. 
However, most Newton parents find this a reali- 
ty that must be endured for economic reasons 
rather than embraced for its educational 
benefits; and when April comes, they will all pull 
together to make the best of a difficult situation. 
For now, the very real question remains - which 
two schools should be closed? Having rushed to 
take a position endorsing a ‘fait accompli’ the 
League inexplicably refrains from facing the on- 
ly remaining question. 

Instead the League chose to ‘urge you to im- 
plement the secondary redistricting plan” while 
dismissing the consequences by saying that they 
understand “the pain that redistricting always 
cause. 

We search in vain for the compelling benefits 
that are so urgent that nothing more need be said 
about the hundreds of Newton children who will 
be sent on buses and in carpools to schools two or 
three times further from their homes than their 
present schools which nonetheless remain open 
to their friends and classmates who had the good 
fortune to be born to parents living on the right 
streets. 

We search in vain for the careful balancing of 
educational costs and benefits that forces the 
League reluctantly to support the imposition of 
this unhappy state of affairs upon so many school 
children, 

The League's position is that ‘the educational 
desirability of increasing the size of schools is 
clear: it allows flexibility of placement for 
students throughout the grades, equal access to 
specialists’ time'’ and provides ‘expanded 
neighborhood schools” and that “without a wider 
redistricting” the result will be “overcrowding 
of the receiver schools.” This despite the fact 
that one of the schools whose ‘size’ is to be in- 
creased lacks the physical space to satisfy the 
League's criteria. 

This is a good educational theory as far as it 
goes, but like all theories it should be tested 
carefully, and its full implications understood 
clearly before it is accepted, It is precisely this 
sort of analysis for which the League is justly 
praised and it is precisely the lack of sort of 
analysis which is the single most disturbing fact 
of the entire discussion of school consolidation 
this year. 

If the League is truly concerned that “the 
School Committee will act upon pressure from 
families” affected by redistricting, it should 
refrain from using its well-earned reputation to 
launch yet another lobbying effort and instead 
seek answers to the basic and essential questions 
upon which the decision should be based, the

questions whose answers allow us to evaluate 
with some objectivity both the costs and the 
benefits of the recommendation before us 

For example, what are the objective dif- 
ferences in the educational and financial im- 
pacts of alternative school closings? How many 
children will benefit from having two placement 
options per grade? What studies have been done 
on overcrowding? What are the measurable 
educational losses from variouus amounts of 
overcrowding? 

If schools become overcrowded, should we 
review the out of district placement program? 
What assessment can be made of school popula- 
tion projections? Is it possible that consolidation 
without secondary redistricting results in an 
“overcrowding problem”’ that will resolve itself 
within a year or two? How many children will get 
how much additional specialist time as a result 
of redistricting and how do we evaluate those 
benefits? We perceive these to be difficult ques- 
tions to answer. Why then are the benefits of 
redistricting so clear? 

On the other hand, what is the impact of 
redistricting on the educational performance of 
children cut off from their classmates and 
neighborhood friends? We are told that they ad- 
just, but what happens to them during that ad- 
justment and how long does it happen? What 
happens to neighborhood friendships and ac- 
tivities outside of school when children in the 
same neighborhood are suddenly forced to at- 
tend different schools? 

What happens to redistricted children in the 
summer when new classmates are far away and 
they are no longer part of the ‘group’ including 
former classmates? Most of the redistricted 
children will not be in their elementary schools 
long enough to benefit from “‘long-run’’ educa- 
tional advantages, if any, but they will surely 
suffer the immediate consequences, 

Finally, the increasing prevalence of two 
career families raises another question. What is 
the impact of redistricting on two career 
families who depend on networks for care as well 
as carpooling? How does this affect the op- 
portunity for children to participate in after 
school activities? It seems reasonable that 
negative impacts on families must affect 
children and should not be ignored. 

Our two families have a combined total of 

twenty-four years of teaching experience. We 
have learned that there can be a vast gulf bet- 
ween educational theories and the practice of 
education and learning. It is simply not good 
enough to ask Newton parents and children to ac- 
cept the pain of redistricting in return for the 
vague pap of quality of educational opportunity, 
expanded neighborhood schools and flexibility of 
grade placement (even if you must create 
classrooms out of closets). 
It is not worthy of the League to point to the 
theoretical benefits of redistricting while 
pointedly glossing over the educational losses for 
the redistricted children, Redistricting is 
another unproven theory in a field that has too 
many and must be postponed until it can be 
demonstrated that the benefits outweigh the 
costs

Consider human rights in school closings 


The Newton Human Rights Commission has 
written to the School Committee to express four 
guidelines with human rights implications it 
believes may assist the Committee in dealing 
with school closing issues. 

Commission Chairman, Richard D, Glovysky, 
stated: “The Human Rights Commission, of 
course defers to the Schoo] Committee, and the 
expertise of the School Department in making 
decisions of such extraordinary significance to 
the Community. The Commission's action is not 
intended to suggest that the Committee is failing 
to consider these points in its deliberations, The 
Commission simply feels that the ‘human’ issues 
are terribly important. It is for this reason, the 
Commission has highlighted them in its letter.” 





The principles listed in the letter are: 

1. The Commission believes that busing should 
be minimized, Its cost in a social and emotional ~ 
as well as commercial — sense should be fully 
and carefully considered 

2. Relocation of children from a neighborhood 
school which willl remain open should also be 
minimized. 

3. The physical dangers to children of having to 
cross major roadways should be seriously con- 
sidered at all redistricting decisions. 

4. Neighborhoods which have already ex- 
perienced closings should be given special con- 
sideration. If at all possible, these neighborhoods 
should not be exposed to another closing and the 
resultant complications.
